In a People magazine cover 
story early this year, one 

of John F. Kennedy's ex- 
mistresses, Judith Campbell 
Exner, claimed she was 

the president's courier to two 
Mafia dons. Exner hypothe- 
sized that J.FK. was plotting 
with Sam Giancana and 
Johnny Roselli to rub out 
Fidel Castro. 

But a source of ours has 
obtained an August 5, 1960 
document that implies that 
Kennedy used a ‘J. Campbell 
during his presidential 
campaign that year for strictly 
personal reasons—to solicit 
the mob's aid in rescuing him 
from the embarrassing 
consequences of another of 
his dalliances. 

The unsigned document 
purports to be part of an 
affidavit by a woman named 
Alicia Purdom, She says 
that she and Kennedy made 
marriage plans after meeting 
in New York in 1951, only to 
have the betrothal sabotaged 
by his father. Kennedy 
apparently was aware she 
was upset that she had lost 
her chance to be the "“would- 
be first lady." She writes 
that he assigned ‘J. Campbell 
to deliver “notes” to 
Giancana about “our relations 
in 1951."

spelled out in the document 
Giancana was to pass the 
messages on to another don. 
Joseph Bonanno. Adds the 
document, Alicia never saw 
the communiqués, but she 
did learn that, in them 
Kennedy denied having even 
known her. 

FB.I. files reveal that the

Alfred Corning-Clark.

JUSTICE

The doorbell rings. A pleasant 
young woman politely asks 
“Are you Charles Jones?" You 
nod casually in the affirma 
tive, expecting a sales pitch 
for magazines. Instead, she 
firmly hands you an official- 
looking envelope and 
declares, “You're served.” At 
first it sounds like the open- 
ing challenge in some kind of 
athletic match or game. But 
you quickly understand It's a 
legal complaint! You're being 
sued! Your home, your bank 
account, and your reputation 
are on the line. It is the 
beginning of a game, of sorts. 
but the stakes are far greater 
than the glory of victory or 
the agony of defeat. 

As the summons server 
turns to leave, she offers a bit 
of friendly advice: “Better 
get yourself a good lawyer." 
By this time, you're shaking in 
your slippers. The great 
American jurist Learned 
Hand, you recall, once said. 
“As a litigant, | should dread 
a lawsuit beyond almost 
anything else short of sick- 
ness and death." And Hand 
was a judge! How are you 
going to find a good local 


| mine whether a car ha 


lawyer, one you can trust and 
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one who can beat your oppo 
nent's lawyer? You despair 
of finding your champion 
among the thousands of 
faceless and nameless law- 
yers in your city. There’s 
Barry, your cousin from 
Phoenix, but you haven't 
spoken to him in years and 
you don't know whether 
you trust him. 

Suddenly, your mind is 
flooded with lawyer jokes: 

How can you tell when your 
lawyer is lying? When he 
moves his lips. 

Why did the sharks rescue 
the drowning lawyer instead 
of eating him? Professional 
courtesy! 

How do the police deter 
hi 
skunk or a lawyer? If it was 
a skunk, there will be skid 
marks. 

Why have they started 
using lawyers instead of white 
mice for experimentation? 
There are more of them and 
they are a lot less lovable 

You study the complaint 
over and over again, but you 
cant even figure out what 
kind of lawyer you need. You 
are being sued by a pass- 
erby who fell in front of your 
house and hurt his back 
He claims that he tripped over 
a broken fence and now 
suffers from excruciating 
back pain. He doubts he will 
ever work again—even his 
sex life has been affected. 
The dollar amount at the 
bottom has too many zeros 
for you to even bother count- 
ing. All that matters is that 
he is suing you for more than 
you have, more than you 
ever expect to have, or—and 
this is the most distressing 
point—more than your insur- 
ance covers 

The complaint includes an 


ominous warning: “If you fail 
to respond to this complaint 
within 20 days, a default 
judgment may be entered 
against you in the full 
amount.” In other words, if 
you don't show up for the 
match, you forfeit. Where do 
you begin? 

In this case, there is an 
easy answer. Since you have 
a homeowner's insurance 
policy, you must call your 
nsurance company immedi 
ately. They will provide a 
lawyer. But since thal lawyer's 
job will be to protect the 
insurance company’s inter 
ests, you are going to need 
your own lawyer 

Start by asking your insur 
ance company to recom- 
mend several lawyers. Then 
call your local bar associa 
tion (it’s in the phone book 
under the city, state, or county 
name—the Boston Bar Asso. 
Ciation, Virginia Bar Associa 
tion, or New York County 
Lawyers Association, for 
example). Ask the associa- 
tion's referral service for a list 
of lawyers with experience 
in cases similar to yours. Also 
ask them to direct you to 
any books available in law 
libraries or at bar associations 
that contain brief descrip: 
tions of licensed attorneys in 
your community. Check 


| your lists against these 


entries. 
When you have compiled 
your preliminary list, start 
calling around. Ask the law. 
yers to recommend two or 
three other lawyers whom 
they would use if they were 
sued. Also get their reactions 
to some of the names on 
your list. After a few such 
calls, a consensus will 
emerge. (Never accept a 
single recommendation or 


condemnation. Lawyers have 
friends and enemies.) 

Don’ fall for charm, charis- 
ma, or an impressive number 
of victories. Shyster lawyers, 
like successful con men, 
specialize in charm, and there 
is no official scorekeeper 
for checking an attorney's 
record. Even if such a thing 
existed, a high percentage 
of wins may indicate a prefer- 
ence for easy cases. not 
Jegal brilliance. 

A legal “clinic” that adver- 
tises on TV is fine for what 
| call “word processing” law 
(e.g.. uncontested divorces. 
simple wills and estates) 

This is not necessarily the 
way to go, however, if you are 
being sued for big bucks. 
And keep in mind that a river 
view trom your lawyer's 
office doesnt guarantee good 
law, only high fees. 

If you are being sued, your 
lawyer will probably bill you 
by the hour. and will request 
an initial payment called a 
retainer Discuss fees when 
shopping around and after 
you ve made your choice. Get 
answers to your questions. 
and make sure the lawyer you 
hire will respect those inquir- 
es. 

Always remember, it is your 
case. Don’t just put it in your 
lawyer's hands; insist on 
understanding all of the 
options— procedural and 
tactical—available on your 
behalf. Finally, when selecting 
and dealing with a lawyer, 
keep in mind the story of the 
allorney who had just lost 
his client's criminal case in 
the Supreme Court: “Well, 
counselor, where do we go 
from here?" the client asked. 
The lawyer looked at him 
and said, “You go to jail. / go 
back lo my office. "Oty

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Compulsory maternity leave 


could hurt both 


businesses and employees 


—men and women alike

Few things in our society are 
more highly revered than 
motherhood. However, it does 
not follow that everything 
connected with motherhood 
is automatically good. There 
has been a strong movement 
to compel businesses to 
grant automatic “parental 
leave" to the great majority of 
workers who request it. Up 
until now, only women were 
allowed time off from their 
jobs after the birth of a child: 
but recently, Congress has 
seen fit to allow other mem- 
bers of our work force to reap 
the benefits of maternity leave 
without having given birth. 

By the time you read this, it 
is quite likely that one form 
or another of what has been 
called the Family and Medi- 
cal Leave Act will have been 
passed. This bill forces 
businesses, depending upon 
their size, to grant most or 
all of their employees an 
unpaid leave to tend to a birth 
or an adoption. 

The bill is deceptive be- 
Cause it attempts to portray a 
benefit specifically aimed 
at women as being gender 
neutral. Congresswoman 
Patricia Schroeder, Democrat 
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from Colorado, admitted that 
the bill's supporters consid- 
ered it essential that it cover 
both men and women. If the 
bill were presented as being 
directed solely toward women, 
we would “go back to male 
versus female,” said Schroe- 
der. “[The bill has] been 
seen as establishing a right 
for women. It's important 

to make it a family program, 
Nonetheless, maternity-leave 
legislation, no matter what 
guise it goes under, will 
always favor women. Surpris- 
ingly, some feminists oppose 
laws that grant women spe- 
cial benefits in this area. The 
National Organization for 
Women argued against Lillian 
Garland in her landmark 
maternity-leave case against 
the California Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Association in 
Los Angeles. So did the 
staunchly feminist American 
Civil Liberties Union. “We 
don't think women are weak 
and in need of special assis- 
tance in that way,” said Joan 
Bertin of the A.C.L.U.'s Wom- 
en's Rights Project. 

Garland, a receptionist at 
California Federal, left her job 
in order to give birth. When 
she returned to work two 
months later, the firm told her 
that her job had been filled 
Though she was offered 
her choice of other positions, 
she turned them down and. 
citing a California law that 
requires employers to grant 
up to four months of unpaid 
leave for pregnancy or child- 
birth, sued to be reinstated 
The bank, joined by the 
chamber of commerce and 
other business interests, 
challenged the law, claiming 
that it discriminated against 
men and was therefore in 
violation of federal equal- 


employment laws. 

Garland eventually pre: 
vailed in the Supreme Court, 
but not before the issue 
had sharply divided feminists. 
Backing her were Betty 
Friedan and an organization 
of working women called 
9 to 5, who were prepared to 
accept that maternity leave 
was a special benefit to 
which only women were enti- 
tled. In support of Garland. 
Friedan asserted that “the 
time has come to acknowl. 
edge that women are different 
from men, and that there 
has to be a concept of equal. 
ity that takes into account 
that women are the ones who 
have the babies." 

As for the NOW feminists 
who opposed Garland in 
the lawsuit, their outrage 
stemmed from their calcula 
tion that employers, knowing 
the tremendous potential 
cost of having to hold open 
an essential position for 
innumerable weeks or 
months, would be less likely 
to hire women of child-bear- 
ing age 

A compulsory-leave bill 
could be very detrimental to 
businesses, especially in 
this era of economic uncer 
tainty. “Small companies 
cannot operate efficiently [or] 
cost-effectively while tolerat- 
ing vacancies among limited 
numbers of employees. 
noted John Sloan, Jr.. presi- 
dent and chief executive 
officer of the National Feder- 
ation of Independent Busi- 
ness. “Nor can smaller com- 
panies afford the cost of 
retraining employees to fill 
temporary vacancies or the 
expense of making room 
for employees who return 
after an absence of several 
months.” The chamber of 


commerce estimated that a 
compulsory unpaid-leave 
program would cost American 
businesses somewhere 
between $2.6 and $16.2 bil- 
lion per year 

NOW and its allies, in its 
opposition to compulsory 
parental-leave measures, 
believes it can pull the wool 
over employers’ eyes by 
instead demanding that leave 
be given for any disability, 
whether it's pregnancy or a 
hernia,” as one activist put 
it. This seems shortsighted 
Although an employer theo- 
retically would have to grant 
leave to a male employee 
with a hernia, it doesn't blind 
him to the fact that a critical 
disruption in the organization 
is far more likely to come 
about as a result of a preg- 
nancy than a hernia. It is 
possible that under a com- 
pulsory-leave law the small 
employer will avoid, to what- 
ever possible extent, hiring 
women of childbearing age 
for positions that can be filled 
by other employees. As a 
result, untold numbers of 
women may be denied 
employment under the plan 
originally prescribed for 
their benefit 

Employers should make 
every reasonable effort 
to accommodate women who 
must take off from work for 
childbearing purposes 
However, it's wrong to require 
businesses—especially 
small businesses—to leave 
positions vacant indefinitely. 
By harming their operation, 
all their employees will even 
tually suffer.

VIETNAM FOR KIDS

Metal Jacket, Platoon, and Good Morning Vietnam, and 

there's something off about them. All are subtly different 
from Apocalypse Now and The Deer Hunter, and that differ- 
ence sends a message about the war that, though not destruc- 
tive, is revisionist, inaccurate, and at bottom, right wing Made 
during the Reagan era, these movies have a "Vietnam for kids” 
approach that reminds me of military movies of the 1950s. If 
you did not live through the Vietnam War, I'd just like to offer 
you some thoughts to chew on along with your popcorn. 

It's important to get one thing straight: During the Vietnam 
War, no one was confused about whether they were for or 
against it. The benignly confused, apolitical main character 
who is forced by being in Vietnam to take a position, a common 
factor in all three movies, is an eighties conceit and was simply 
not a reality at that time. You wore your position toward the war 
as a badge of honor, as an identity. To have had no position, 
like the guy in Platoon, or a derisive, who-cares, mocking at- 
titude as in Jacket or Good Morning Vietnam, would have been 
really weird. Vietnam was a place of fighting and war and 
death to everyone, pro and con, not really a lackadaisical, 
laughing matter. 

What was a reality al the time, 
‘on the other hand, was the guy 
who believed in the sanctity of 
his government and who went 
to Vietnam with a mandate to 
fight for his country, where he 
found out he had been screwed. 
The story of the right-wing guys 
who came home wounded and 
with medals and who burned 
their draft cards in protest is the 
real story of Platoon. The inno- 
cent-nonentity-who- learns -to- 
get-high-and-kill story makes 
Platoon a generic war movie. 
Could be Guadalcanal. Platoon 
is stunningly, movingly realistic 
but totally unspecific to its time. 

The faintly left-wing guy who 
goes to Vietnam and is sur- 
prised to find the war is a night- 
mare is also anachronistic, The 
antiwar position was that Viet- 
nam would make you a killer. It 


been to see the latest crop of Vietnam movies—Full 


would have come as no particular surprise to anyone even 
faintly leftist that if he ended up in Vietnam, he might easily be 
led to kill. Go there and there will be blood on your hands, the 
antiwar movement screamed. It was no secret. Everyone heard 
it. So when you see the guy in Full Metal Jacket and Good 
Morning Vietnam suddenly find out that war is hell—that's for 
your eighties benefit. It's not history. If you go to see Good 
Morning Vietnam, you may notice that when the Vietcong boy 
cries at the end, everyone in the audience over 34 starts booing 
at the screen, Here's why: No Vietcong would have cried in 
confusion. They were fighting a revolution, Friendship with an 
American would have made them cry? Bullshit. Ultracrap. Tell 
it to Ho Chi Minh. 

The point of this movie revisionism is to get you to believe 
that the Vietnam War, just like all wars, was sad and confusing 
This is true, but it is not what made the Vietnam War unique in 
American history. What was extraordinary about this conflict 
was it caused a civil war at home. It divided the country into 
prowar and antiwar, and caused a schism that still festers 
today. It pitted fathers against sons, universities against po- 
lice, and the right against the left in actual pitched battle. 

In addition to this, we know 
now thal the military, which is 
depicted in all of these movies 
as “doing their job,” actually did 
not do their job. They fiddled 
with troop assessments so our 
troops were outnumbered dur- 
ing the Tet Offensive. They pro- 
viced little or no health care for 
our returning soldiers who came 
home mentally and physically 
fucked up. And when they 
pulled out of Vietnam, they 
abandoned God knows how 
many living American prisoners 
of war and left them to die in Viet- 
namese and Laotian prisons 

There's one other thing you 
might think about when you see 
these movies: We lost the war. 
The Asians in the black paja- 
mas—they won. You'll be sur- 
prised how odd these movies 
will seem to you if you keep this 
in mind

At present, Graham

Joe. To say the least, Gra- 
ham's attitude toward fashion 
is very tongue-in-cheek. 

“My feeling about fashion is 
that the business is so des- 
perately serious that it be- 
comes a parody of itself,” 
says Graham. “I'm trying to 
make the parody more outra- 
geous,” 

But Graham's irreverent wit 
doesn't hinder the fine work- 
manship of his clothing, nor 
his success as a business- 
man, Joe Boxer's major 
competitors (for volume) are 
Calvin Klein and Jockey.

You are about to read a rave 
review of Christine Lavin's 
new album, Good Thing He 
Can't Read My Mind (Philo 
Records PH-1121), but before 
some wise guy cries foul— 
“Hey, Vin, you know Christine, 
you've worked with her, you 
two are friends!"—| have 
something to say, Yes, | know 
the lady. Yes, we've broken 
bread together, coproduced 
some radio specials, shared 
a dressing room or two 
(don't worry, | was a perfect 
gentleman)—but big deal! 

So what! You think | can't be’ 
objective? You think | would 
use precious space in this 
national publication to 
shamelessly tout the career 
of a woman who's like the 
sister | never had (um 

that's not true—t! have a neat 
sister), the baton twirler | 
always wished lived next 
door? Huh, smart aleck? Well, 
I'll show you how “objective” | 
can be. 

For starters, | don't like the 
cover photo: It's a subtle 
joke her fans will love, but! 
think newcomers to Christine's 
sense of humor might misun- 
derstand and be put off by 


it. And. ..um,.. sometimes 
the arrangements are a tad 
too busy, too slick for my 
taste. And... oh, yeah 

she could lose the Livingston 
Taylor—duet cover of "Down- 
town." It's nice, but unneces- 
sary. There. So much for 

all of you doubters of critical 
integrity. 

Christine Lavin has been a 
driving force and enthusiastic 
cheerleader of the eighties 
urban acoustic Folk Revival 
But don't let the F-word scare 
you, This is no wimpy-dip, 
time-warp hippie I'm talking 
about, This is one of the 
country’s best songwriters. 
Period. Regardless of genre 
or backup instrumentation. 
For her literacy, humor, and 
compassion, her keen, ob- 
servant eye and ability to 
translate the most mundane 
moments into magic, | can 
only compare her to the likes 
of, say, a Paul Simon 
Yeah. ... “Christine Lavin is 
the new Paul Simon!"— 
Penthouse. That has a nice 
ring to it. 

As in her previous albums, 
the material here bounces 
from the slyly humorous to the 
slightly wicked to the sad 
and touching—sometimes 
even in the same song. There 
is less immediate silliness 
than on past efforts; her 
humor has grown more subtle. 
Lavin can write lilting ballads 
that echo in the heart and 
playful ditties that tickle the 
ears; there's even a kind 
of reggae thing here ("Never 
Go Back,” a Thomas Wolfe- 
jan memory trip which, in my 
objective opinion, ought to 
be released as a single). This 
is not singer-songwriter stuff 
‘so much as the kind of craft 
that could revitalize the 
dormant American musical 
theater. (“Christine Lavin 


is the new Lerner and 
Loewe!"—Penthouse.) 

The album's outright ha-ha 
song is “Mysterious Woman,” 
a loving send-up of Suzanne 
Vega, in which a woman 
who wants to experience ex- 
istentialism and high art 
can't get her mind off de- 
frosting the refrigerator. In a 
musically perfect skewering, 
Lavin conducts a stream- 
of-consciousness journey 
from frozen chicken parts and 
candy bars to Greek mythol- 
ogy. But when she finally 
asks a bartender—mysteri- 
ously, Lauren Bacallishly—tor 
a light, she's asking for beer, 
not allure, and she knows 
her baton-twirling past can 
never be denied. The song 
gets funnier with each listen; 
Lavin knows how to layer 
the jokes, how to caress the 
punches. Vega should be 
flattered. (She might not ever 
speak to Christine again, 
but hey, F-word ‘em if they 
can't take a joke!) 

Lavin's eyes are much too 
wide open to be mysterious. 
In many of these songs 
she's “Christine, Girl Re- 
porter,” chronicler of what 
cramatist Paddy Chayefsky 
called "the marvelous worid of 
the ordinary.” Santa Monica's 
“Tina Turner palm trees,” 
New York's homeless street 
people, Miami's retirees and 
drifters—the most chance 
encounters kick off concise 
narratives and evocative 
images. 

The humorous title track 
examines what a woman will 
suffer for her man—opera, 
skiing, even sushi (“like 
chewing on your own cheek"). 
This comically mismatched 
couple are taken more seri- 
ously in “Bumblebees": 
Admitting neither is what the 
other expected, they confess 


their fears and tiptoe gingerly 
into love, where they wind 
up hurting each other (“Reali- 
ties") the way people do in 
Anne Tyler novels, not mali- 
ciously, but sadly, inevitably. 
The thing that most im- 
presses me about Lavin is her 
basic goodness. Not goody- 
goody—there's a big differ- 
ence. In a business filled with 
charlatans, liars, and creeps, 
Christine Lavin's light shines 
like a beacon of sanity. And | 
would say all these nice 
things about Good Thing He 
Can't Read My Mind even 
if she wasn't a pal.

* Daniel Day-Lewis can do 
anything: punk (My Beautiful 
Launorette), prig (A Room 
With a View), philandering 
physician (The Unbearable 
Lightness of Being), and 
now, ingratiating Englishman 
in Pat O'Connor's Stars 
and Bars (**). \\'s a good 
thing the film has Day-Lewis, 
along with Harry Dean Stan- 


ton, because this comedy 
about a Brit in Georgia is 
duller than the intelligence of 
most of its characters. All 
of its cutting moments are by 
Day-Lewis; the rest is soap. 
« Any film with Vanessa 
Redgrave and Jonathan 
Pryce (Brazil) based on a 
play by Monty Python troup- 
ers Michael Palin and Terry 
Jones is sure to attract atten- 
tion. But Consuming Pas- 
sions(**), a satire about 
a cost-cutting exec who dis- 
covers it's cheaper to put 
corpses in candy than choc- 
olate, is long on slapstick 
but short on edge. Those with 
a craving for goof, go for it. 
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Newcomer Tyler Butterworth, 
as chocolate man of the 
year, does the most with a 
gummy script.

ghoulish, singularly bizarre

* They sell condoms in 
women's restrooms in Ger- 
many.

(Germans track that sort of 
stat.) There are fewer home- 
less in all the main bus termi- 
nals than on one New York 
subway grate. So whatever 
social ills afflict Germany, | 
think the Widows of Wilmers- 
dorf are winning 

This was confirmed for me 
by a demonstration | wit- 
nessed at the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Memorial Church. The 
protesters objected to the 
rule that protesters can't 
cover their faces (the better 
to photograph you, my dear) 
Only Germans would demon- 
Strate about the rules of 


demonstrations. 

We now have to confront 
the prizes—Big Bang of 
the Berlinale. The Golden 
Bear went to Red Sorghum 
by Zhang Yimou (People's 
Republic of China, 1987), due 
in the U.S. later this year.

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wealthy businessman. The detective, 
wearing a wire, nodded sympathetically. 
“Everybody's taste is different,” Shih 
Hsaio Pao continued. “Some girls look 
really good. Once they get into the room, 
they are as cold as ice. That is useless. 
The customer is not happy and must 
scold her. Some people are not as beau- 
tiful. But they are more humble, and they 
are willing to do anything. So the men 
figure that they are not marrying a wife, 
and all they want is good service.” 

The detective was a key player in an 
extensive investigation initiated by the 
Federal Immigration, and Naturalization 
Service's Senior Special Agent James 
Goldman. It was nicknamed the “Project 
Hydra" case, and Goldman was assisted 
by his partner Glen Reyes. During a pe- 
tiod of several weeks in March 1986, 
Goldman's undercover detectives had 
wined and dined Shih in an effort to find 
‘out how she ran her international alien 
smuggling and prostitution ring. Madam 
Shih didn’t appear to find her job partic- 
ularly daunting. There wasn't, she as- 
sured one detective, “a single bit of risk” 
in getting the girls. 

“We get them over from Taiwan, where 
my son works in the travel business,” she 
explained. She neglected to mention the 
fact that her son specialized in ap- 
proaching cosmeticians, factory work- 
ers, and hotel maids who were desper- 
ately poor—and equally ingenuous. He 
enticed them with tales about America, 
the land they called “The Mountain of 
Gold.” His mother, he said, owned night- 
clubs there, where there were job open- 
ings for entertainers and hostesses. 

“If a girl wants to come here, my son 
has her sign a contract," said Shih. “This 
is her agreement that she will pay back 
all her travel expenses after she has 
earned them by working for me. Every 
month, we are getting visas issued from 
the Taiwanese U.S. Consulate, where my 
son has a connection inside. We give the 
girls money to buy the airplane tickets, 
money to settle their families down. 
Sometimes the money situation is tight. 
The uglier ones require a smaller ad- 
vance. The younger and good-looking 
‘ones typically repay us slowly, The total 
fee for a customer is $80. The admission 
fee is $20. We get an extra $18 from the 
girls—$8 is for those in Taiwan who ar- 
ranged for the girls; the remaining $10 
goes to the shop. The ordinary massage 
parlor only makes $20-We make an extra 
$10. This is where we are stronger than 
other places.” 

The detective humbly expressed his 
deepest respect for his dining compan- 
ion’s business acumen. But wasn't there 
a possibility, he asked, of losing the in- 
vestment if a girl ran away? “Over in Tai- 
wan, we know where they live,” she as- 
sured him. “We know their telephone 
numbers. If she cannot be found here, 
she can be found in Taiwan.” 

She sighed, and repeated that “the 
tastes of men are strange. There are girls 
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who dress nicely—20 years old—they did 
not do any business the whole day. Then 
there is one who is quite, quite old. 40 
something years old. Every day, she does 
13 hours a day, and the 20-year-old, she 
sits on the bench.” 

*Stranger still, she added, was the cus- 
tomers’ desire for “fresh girls only.” Shih 
explained her ingenious system of “re- 
cycling” her workers—at her whim, she 
transferred employees between any of 
her seven brothels located in New York 
City, Houston, San Francisco, and Lake- 
wood, Colorado. 

There were also new girls coming in all 
the time, Shih said. Her daughter's lover, 
Lu Hung-Dar, was planning to bring in 
two girls from Thailand who were 19 and 
20 years old. “Thai girls have very small 
waists and big breasts,” said Shih. “[The 
travel expenses] would be $6,000. But 
this is no problem. Let us suppose she 
has five customers a day. We can make 
back $300 a day. As long as she can be 
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Madam Shih sighed: “The 
tastes of men are 
strange. .. . There’s one 
girl who's 40 years 
old. Every day, she does 13 
hours. And the 20- 
year-old sits on the bench.” 
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controlled to work for 20 days over here, 
then we get our money back. We have to 
keep an eye on her for 20 days. We don't 
let her leave. With girls like that, we surely 
hold on to their passports.” 

As Agent Goldman read the tran- 
scripts of these tapes (which were later 
introduced as evidence), he grew in- 
creasingly convinced that Madam Shih’s 
enterprise did not exist in a vacuum, but 
was linked to a highly organized, clan- 
destine Chinese organized-crime net- 
work operating in America and working 
with connections in the Orient. Many of 
his colleagues in the 1.N.S. and in other 
federal government agencies regarded 
this with skepticism. The year was 1985, 
and the consensus among law-enforce- 
ment officials at the time was that Chi- 
nese criminal activities in America were 
restricted to the occasional street-gang 
shoot-out in New York or San Francisco, 
and, of course, sales of illegal fireworks 
on Independence Day. 

Goldman had first become suspicious 
of Madam Shih's activities when he was 
transferred from the United States Bor- 
der Patrol to New York City in July 1984. 
An anonymous letter had been sent to 


him by a concerned Chinese-American 
citizen, alleging that a house of prosti- 
tution was operating at 148 Baxter Street 
in Chinatown. Goldman surveyed the lo- 
cation, and observed a heavy traffic of 
oriental males and a video camera po- 
sitioned above the front door. Neighbor- 
hood residents told him stories of gun- 
shots, violence, and protection by 
members of Chinese street gangs. Next, 
asearch of public records connected the 
name Stephen Lai to the Baxter Street 
residence. Goldman learned that Lai was 
a repeat felon who had sold heroin to a 
Orug Enforcement Administration under- 
cover agent. Shortly after Goldman be- 
gan the Madam Shih investigation, Lai's 
wife Mary was gunned down by Chinese 
gang members at her place of work—a 
brothel! located at 686 Sixth Avenue in 
New York. Mary Lai had comanaged the 
house with her husband, who was con- 
sidered a prime suspect in the homicide. 
No one was ever charged with the mur- 
der, and the case remains unsolved. Both 
the brothels at 686 Sixth Avenue and at 
148 Baxter Street were owned by Madam 
Shih Hsaio Pao. 

Pulling the telephone records for Bax- 
ter Street and Sixth Avenue, Goldman was 
taken aback when he saw repeated calls 
to numbers in Houston, San Francisco, 
Lakewood . .. and to Central and South 
America, Taiwan, and Thailand. 

“At that point, | realized | was dealing 
with a large-scale illegal operation with 
national and international connections," 
Goldman said. 

His next step was to develop a high- 
Jevel informant within the Madam Shih or- 
ganization. Goldman chose an old friend 
and trusted confidant of Shih's. The in- 
formant told Goldman that Madam Shih 
was eager to open up new “shops.” It 
was decided that Detective Albert Chan 
would present himself as a greedy entre- 
preneur with unlimited cash flow. At a 
critical meeting, Chan brought along his 
“bodyguard.” Detective Louie Chan (no 
relation). Madam Shih brought her 
daughter and key associate, | Huei Chin. 
Albert Chan pretended to be a neurotic, 
fastidious, and polite investor. In con- 
trast, Louie Chan acted the tough guy. 
He made statements like, “If you don't 
fucking believe me, then how can you 
fucking get me to come here today?” He 
snickered about the:corruption of “white 
foreign devil" officials, at one point refer- 
ring to deceased Queens Borough Pres- 
ident Donald Manes as “a turtle egg.” 
Through their combination of deference 
and defiance, the two wired detectives 
gained the trust of the two wary women. 
There was a tense moment, however, 
when Albert Chan discovered that he 
didn’t have enough money to pay for the 
expensive meal at one of Manhattan's 
more elegant Japanese restaurants. 
Pleading car trouble, he beeped James 
Goldman from a pay phone. Goldman, 
his fellow agents, and New York City cops 
had surrounded the Iroha Restaurant in 
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unmarked vehicles. Goldman walked 
from car to car, collecting all the cash he 
could to cover Chan's bill .. . and save 
Chan's cover. 

Finally, Goldman obtained enough in- 
criminating evidence to execute search 
and arrest warrants at all of Madam Shih’s 
brothels and residences. Goldman's task 
force now included I.N.S. agents and po- 
lice officers in San Francisco, Denver, 
New York, and East Brunswick, New Jer- 
sey. 

Guns were confiscated at the Lake- 
wood brothel, glassine envelopes at 
Baxter Street. The building in New York 
had been fortified with three steel-locked 
doors, and was guarded by several Chi- 
nese youth gang members, one of whom 
held a loaded and cocked .22 caliber 
pistol disguised as a ballpoint pen. 

| Huei Chin's $92,000 East Brunswick 
condo (paid for in part with a $60,000 
loan from Citibank) was seized, and ex- 
plorations of her safe-deposit boxes 
unearthed over $17,000 worth of jewelry, 
gold, jade, and pearls. There were also 
bankbooks revealing that mother and 
daughter had amassed upwards of 
$100,000. 

The tiny rooms in which the 50 Tai- 
wanese women lived and worked con- 
tained tremendous quantities of con- 
doms, other contraceptives, and tubes of 
KY jelly. A hundred condoms were found 
in the refrigerator of a whorehouse owned 
by a man who had once rented a shop 
to Madam Shih. When questioned by an 
assistant U.S. attorney in his private 
chambers, the man said that he used the 
prophylactics as a culinary aid: “Many 
times | cook in a wok, and | keep them 
on my fingers to protect from splashing 
hot oil,” he said. 

Madam Shih’s defense attorney also 
attempted to deny the obvious implica- 
tions of the seized sexual paraphernalia. 
In his opening arguments in U.S. District 
Court in Manhattan in June of 1986, in 
the case of United States of America v. | 
Huei Chin and Shih Hsaio Pao, Steven 
Rosenzweig proclaimed, "Nobody is on 
trial here for owning KY jelly.” 

The lawyer was less glib, however, 
when Carl Loewenson, Jr., the assistant 
U.S. attorney, presented substantial evi- 
dence of unstamped passports, con- 
tracts made out by the travel agent, ad- 
dress books containing names of people 
and hotels throughout Central and South 
America, and transcripts of the taped 
conversations. | Huei Chin fixed an evil 
eye on the dozen former “employees” who 
testified for the prosecution. The young 
women described, through a translator, 
being flown to Bolivia, El Salvador, and 
Guatemala. From there, they were smug- 
gled over the Mexican border and held 
captive in houses in Texas until being 
transported to New York City. 

They spoke of their isolation and un- 
happiness, of the urgency they felt to pay 
off their “travel debts’—which ranged 
from $3,000 to $6,000—of the fear of ret- 
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ribution against their families should they 
fail to fulfill their “contracts.” Some wit- 
nesses said that even after they repaid 
their debts, | Huei Chin refused to relin- 
quish the documents. 

Madam Shih and | Huei Chin were each 
convicted of prostitution racketeering and 
given long terms in federal penitentia- 
ries. The other members of the network 
included Shih’s two sons; Stephen Lai; | 
Huei Chin's lover; and a popular Tai- 
wanese movie director. One son and 
Hung Chang Wang, known as “Director 
Wong,” pleaded guilty to felony charges 
in California. The son was sentenced to 
four years in prison, and Director Wong 
was sentenced to 20 months. Stephen 
Lai was already incarcerated following his 
second arrest for selling heroin. Chin's 
lover, Lu Hung-Dar, remains a fugitive— 
although James Goldman traced his 
movements through Guatemala, Ecua- 
dor, Thailand, and Hong Kong, and came 
close to capturing him in a dragnet in 
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Oklahoma, where his sister owned a Chi- 
nese restaurant. Shih's No. 2 son, the 
travel agent, remains at large and cannot 
be legally extradited since the United 
States does not officially recognize Tai- 
wan. 

In many ways, Madam Shih’s prose- 
cution was a historic victory. It was the 
first time ever that the I.N.S. had brought 
a case under the federal RICO (Racke- 
teer Influenced and Corrupt Organiza- 
tions) statute, which prohibits conduct- 
ing the affairs of an enterprise through a 
pattern of certain kinds of illegal activity 
(such as “transportation of women in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce for the pur- 
pose of prostitution”). 

For James Goldman, the conviction 
was a personal triumph—the result of ex- 
tensive investigation, shrewd strategy, 
and almost obsessive dedication. De- 
veloping informants and coordinating 
work with detectives contrasted dramat- 
ically with his experiences as a United 
States Border Patrol agent at the U.S.- 
Mexican border. The only son of a mi 
dle-class Boston family, Goldman's par- 
ents had expected him to become a doc- 
tor or a lawyer. But after enlisting in the 


Air Force and working for a detective 
agency, Goldman decided on a career 
in law enforcement. He had been to the 
Mexican border, and realized that the 
most challenging of all law-enforcement 
positions would be with the I.N.S.—com- 
bating the hordes of illegal aliens storm- 
ing across the border. His first assign- 
ment was the harrowing Chula Vista 
sector. The routine raids there were often 
conducted at night, with one's closest 
partner stationed 40 miles away. There 
were times when Goldman discovered 
groups of 50 or more people hiding in the 
brush, any one of whom could be dan- 
gerous and desperate. I.N.S. policy is, 
don't shoot unless fired upon. Although 
James Goldman is tall and powerfully 
built, retaining the musculature he de- 
veloped as a professional boxer, he 
learned techniques of large-scale psy- 
chological intimidation. The Chula Vista 
border, Goldman says, was like a world 
unto itself: a physical, rugged, unpre- 
dictable, and unremittingly stressful 
world. But after six years, Goldman re- 
alized that many aliens were still escap- 
ing through the border, and an equal 
number were committing crimes. He de- 
cided to work in the interior, concentrat- 
ing on criminal investigations. 

Ironically, Goldman first became aware 
of oriental alien smuggling while patrol- 
ling the Mexico-California border. Driving 
toward a school playground, he saw a 
group of young men, all wearing brand- 
new sneakers, playing basketball. A 
closer look revealed that they had no idea 
how to dribble. Goldman drove even 
closer, and discovered that the men were 
not Chicanos, but Orientals. A few miles 
down the road, there was a van filled with 
empty sneaker boxes. The Taiwanese 
smugglers who lay in wait there had as- 
sumed that the trendy footwear would 
make their group look more American. 

In the summer of 1984, he was trans- 
ferred to New York City, where he con- 
centrated on emerging ethnic crime 
groups. Even his most preliminary ob- 
servations indicated that the Chinese had 
long ago emerged as active criminals. 
Soon, Goldman was introduced to yet 
another world unto itself; one that was, in 
its way, as treacherous as Chula Vista. 
Chinatown. As he walked the streets, he 
learned that Chinese youth gangs were 
regularly committing a full spectrum of 
street crimes. At night, he crawled 
through convoluted tunnels built deep 
beneath Chinatown’s streets ... and 
stumbled upon a clandestine firing range 
where older, seasoned criminals taught 
Chinese youth gang members to clean 
and fire Saturday night specials. Chinese 
youth gang kids crouched on rooftops, 
waiting for rival gang members to pass 
by, waiting to empty their weapons. 
Shabby, innocuous little storefronts 
housed high-stakes gambling dens 
where wizened old men chain-smoked 
cigarettes and drank cups of tea while 
they won and lost thousands of dollars a 
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ccording to the govern- 

ment, more than four 
million social-security recipi- 
ents were paid the wrong 
amounts between 1981 and 
1986. The average overpay- 
ment was $1,069; under-

ALASKA

The struggle to survive in 
America’s last frontier is dramatically 
chronicled through the lives of 
those who flew its uncharted skies.

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In his rich and elaborate new novel, 
Alaska (Random House), James A. Mich- 
ener tells the unsung story of America’s 
49th state. Alaska is the rugged epic of 
an exotic land. Purchased from the Rus- 
Sians in 1867 for $7,200,000, this un- 
tapped giant became “The Last Fron- 
tier." Through the lives of cossacks, 
Eskimo chiefs, missionaries, and hunt- 
ers, an astonishing flow of events is un- 
covered, from the Gold Rush of 1898 to 
the construction of the Alcan Highway 
during World War il. This is a saga of nat- 
ural phenomena and human expioits as 
only Michener can write it. 


It was a magnificent world into which 
LeRoy Flatch entered with his Cub. Itwas 
a sturdy plane, so thoroughly rebuilt after 
its predictable series of accidents that 
not much of the original structure re- 
mained. Its engine, sixth in the series for 
this particular craft, was now a 75-horse- 
power Lycoming, but it too had been 
heavily recast after smashups. 

It was a plane that had to be flown by 
muscle power, for it contained no auto- 
matic pilot or the instrumentation that 
would make its successors so easy to 
operate. It responded slowly to instruc- 
tions and its various surfaces could be 
activated only by brute strength, but it 
had one characteristic that made it re- 
vered by its longtime pilots: It could land 
on almost anything, remain upright, and 
fly out three days later after repairs had 
been completed. It was almost an ideal 
plane for an Alaskan bush pilot, but after 
LeRoy had flown it several hundred hours 
he saw that for it to serve him as he in- 
tended, it needed two simple modifica- 
tions, and he spent the remainder of Matt 
Murphy's bequest to engineer them. 

“What | got to have,” he explained to 
Flossie when she flew with him to mining 
camps far in the hills, “is a pair of pon- 
toons so's | can land on water up in the 
lake country. A smooth lake is far better 
than a rough field. And | simply got to 
have a pair of skis for landin’ on the snow 
in winter." 

Reflecting on this, she said: "LeRoy, 
you'd be takin’ your plane apart every four 
months. Now wheels, now pontoons, now 
skis”; and he said: “It'd be worth it.” But 
when he scouted around for such gear 
he learned that it was not cheap, and he 
had to approach Flossie: “Only way I can 
get the plane | need is you fend me the 
money to buy the other landing gear.” 

She had the funds to make the loan, 
Matt Murphy's bequest would take care 
of that, but she was not satisfied that her 
brother was really serious about making 
his living as a pilot until he rushed home 
one afternoon: “Floss! A man at Paimer 
is selling his plane, going to Seattle. He 
has a buyer who doesn't want the extra 
landing gear. A bargain, a real bargain!”

ments, from this more advantageous 
posture, the plane finally broke com- 
pletely loose, whizzed along throwing bits 
of spray, and rose grandly into the air while 
the passenger clapped and sometimes 
shouted with triumphant joy. The fact was, 
LeRoy also wanted to cheer every time 
this miracle of the seaplane took place; 
he couldn't believe that it required such 
a very long takeoff before the pontoons 
broke loose, and he was cautious about 
the maneuver, because on three occa- 
sions, to his great embarrassment, his 
plane never did get onto the step, and 
twice he ran right onto the beach at the 
far end of his attempt.

His unplanned excursion meant that he 
was delayed two hours on his return trip 
south to Matanuska, but this posed no 
problem, for in late July there would be 
plenty of daylight—sunrise at 0314 in the 
morning, sunset not till 2057 at night— 
but the situation became more compli- 
cated when the dark clouds that had been 
hovering to the south began to speed in, 
with that astonishing ability to move that 
made Alaskan weather so unpredictable. 

It was about eight at night when LeRoy 
approached the Matanuska area, which 
meant that he had almost an hour of light 
left; but this was somewhat irrelevant be- 
cause he had fuel for not more than 40 
minutes, and the finding of his home lake 
in light was obligatory.

for the Cub to negotiate. The situation was 
becoming ugly. 

What to do? He tightened his seat belt, 
relaxed his hands, shook them twice, then 
gripped the wheel even more firmly and 
gave himself time-tested instructions: 
Now's the time to take a deep breath, 
LeRoy. You know you can always land this 
bird on the ground. Chew up the pon- 
toons; they can be replaced. You can't. 

Looking out, he saw to the right the 
menacing tops of the Talkeetna Range: 
Let's get out of here! and he swung 
sharply to the left, striving to gain as much 
altitude as he could, but when he did he 
could see nothing below.

In this extremity he sought no miracu- 
lous escape, no sudden revelation of a 
known lake. He was in dire trouble and 
he knew it. He would survive only if he 
flew in a manner to put every chance 
condition like wind or sudden gusts or 
choppy water or lack of vision in his favor, 
and only if he flew with but one resolute 
purpose: Let's get her down. Eight min- 
utes to go. 

He would not remember those eight 
minutes at the end of which his tank would 
be empty. He flew south till he was cer- 
tain the Knik River must be under him, 
within a mile, give or take. He descended 
precisely as he would have done had the 
terrain been visible, and he trusted the 
strength of the storm to remain constant. 
Most of all, he kept control of his plane, 
adjusting to the wind as if he had wheels 
and a clear landing strip ahead. When 
his altimeter showed little free space be- 
neath him, he did not grit his teeth and 
prepare for some unexpected shock: He 
continued to breathe evenly, kept his 
hands at the same pressure as before, 
and prepared to land in whatever lay be- 
low.

At the end of the sixth minute he broke 
through the clouds at an altitude of 40 
feet and saw below him only land, and 
extremely rough land at that. To put his 
plane down in that mix of trees and hills 
would be insane, but in which direction 
lay the river? Calmly, and for no reason 
that he could have explained, he esti- 
mated that it was behind him, to the north; 
so in an easy swing he brought the plane 
about in a 180-degree turn, dropped even 
lower, and at the last practical moment 
saw ahead of him the rippling waters of 
the river. Breathing just a bit more deeply, 
he steadied the wheel, judged that he 
was landing broadside to the wind, which 
did not seem excessive; and with almost 
the last cupful of gas, he landed the Cub 
ina faultless approach, and without slow- 
ing the engines continued across the river 
until the front of the pontoons climbed up 
on grassy bank. Using the luggage ropes 
he always carried, he tied the plane to a 
group of trees and set out on foot to find 
someone to help drag it ashore. 


In many ways LeRoy derived his greatest 
pleasure from his Cub when it wore skis, 
for then, if a heavy snow had fallen, he 
would soar over central Alaska with the 
feeling that he could fly anywhere and 
land in almost any corner of his majestic 
world, In the first days of trial and error 
he learned the limits of altitude to which 
his little plane could go and the most ef- 
fective ways of landing on drifted snow.

Since | was eager to see the Matanuska 
experiment, | went to a small airport in 
the area and asked who their best pilot 
was, and they agreed that a fellow named 
LeRoy might not be the best but he was 
certainly the safest; so | engaged him. 
He had a small rickety-looking plane 
which he assured me never failed, and 
after | had inspected the famous valley 
he asked: “You want to see our glaciers?” 
and | nodded. But we were still miles from 
them, flying over snow, when he sud- 
denly shouted: “Lookeeee!" and he 
dropped the plane in a sickening spiral, 
whipped open his window, reached for a 
shotgun from behind his ear, flew the 
plane with his knees while paying no at- 
tention to where we were heading. 


“Look at that wolf!” he said, and with great 
skill he brought our plane about, leveled 
with the huge beast, and killed him with 
‘one shot. Then, swinging the plane about, 
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“There's a lot of land outside it,” and 
with that, Venn hurried into the building 
and phoned the truck waiting at the rail- 
road siding to start bringing out the elec- 
trical gear. At half past one the Cub was 
solidly packed, with all the cargo tightly 
lashed. Venn, working inside the fuse- 
lage and sweating like a deckhand, 
asked: “Can we throw out these 
branches?” and LeRoy shouted back: 
“Not on your life. You remember carefully 
just where they are. Anytime you fly into 
mountains you may need them." 

The loaded plane, with Venn flying in 
the right-hand seat, took off from the 
Palmer Airstrip, rose purposefully to an 
altitude of 4,000 feet, and started on a 
320-degree heading. After the routine 
was set, Venn asked: "By the way, have 
you ever flown in the Denali area?” and 
LeRoy said: “No, but I've always wanted 
to," and Venn said with no hint of sar- 
casm: “Good. We'll explore together.” 

They had flown about halfway to their 
destination when LeRoy gasped so au- 
dibly, Venn guessed correctly that his pi- 
lot had never seen the extraordinary sight 
ahead. Rising majestically above a cloud 
wreath that enclosed its lower elevations 
stood that mass of great mountains— 
Russell, Foraker, Denali, Silverthrone, 
from southwest to northeast. Except for 
Russell, these were among the highest 
mountains in North America, and Denali 
was the highest. 

They formed a stupendous white- 
crowned barrier across the heart of 


Alaska, and after gazing at them in awe 
for some moments, LeRoy told his pas- 
senger: “You can come to Alaska forty 
times and travel around all-sides of those 
mountains and never see Denali,” and 
Venn said: "I know.” But there it was, in 
all its frozen glory, not only the highest 
peak in the continent but also the farthest 
north by a large margin.

vasse-ridden slopes. As the plane ap- 
proached the outer perimeter of the park, 
LeRoy explained: “You know, Mr. Venn, 
the mountain isn’t visible from down 
there,” and Venn said: "It rarely is. | was 
here eight times before | ever saw the 
darned thing.” 

So Flatch started to descend, but when 
he passed through the cloud cover that 
seemed always to cluster about the 
mountains as if perversely they refused 
to let their treasure be seen, he found that 
the clouds did not end but continued right 
to the ground, which in this area was cov- 
ered with snow of the same coloration.

cover and walked away." 

In an extremity like this it was essential 
that the pilot not panic, and Venn, watch- 
ing LeRoy closely, was pleased to see 
that he was behaving with admirable 
calm. Three times Flatch tried to land on 
the snow, and three times he was thrown 
into total confusion, for he could not as- 
certain where clouds ended and snow- 
covered rock began; so he flew in what 
he was sure was an upward attitude, and 
when he had gained some height above 
what he assumed the ground to be, he 
told Venn: “We must try to spot some- 
thing on the ground. Anything. A caribou, 
a tree, just anything.” 

So the two men strove to determine 
where the ground was, and failed. “Mr. 
Venn, undo your belt, climb back, and 
fetch those spruce branches,” 

After a struggle across the lashed- 
down luggage, Venn reappeared with a 
large armful of branches. “Open your 
window, put your seat belt back on, and 
when | shout ‘Drop,’ start throwing out the 
branches, one at a time. Throw the ones 
with the most branches first." 

For some moments they flew in silence, 
each man breathing heavily, and then 
came the command: “Drop!"

One of America’s top sports 
experts explains who'll be 
standing tall this year after the 
fat lady sings.

Baseball—more so than any other major 
professional sport—is a game of annual 
shocks and surprises. In football, teams like 
the Chicago Bears, San Francisco 49ers, 
Washington Redskins, Denver Broncos, and 
Cleveland Browns are perennial postseason 
play-off participants. The Los Angeles Lakers 
and Boston Celtics have pretty much owned 
basketball for the past ten years. Baseball 
however, is unique. Teams suddenly shine 
with unbelievable brilliance for a season 
and then fall away, almost like shooting stars 
Before the start of the ‘87 campaign, the 
Minnesota Twins weren't even picked to be 
serious contenders for the American League 
West title. Now that they're World Series 
champions, just about every sporting pundit 
you might care to name—excepting yours 
truly—thinks the Twins are shoo-ins to make 
it to the American League Championship 
Series. But as Earl Weaver once said, “Teams 
that win the World Series are stocked with 
hitters and pitchers that have terrific seasons. 
But who's to say the same hitters won't 
drop off 50 points—they're not going to have 
good years every year. And you never 
know when one of your pitchers is going to 
have an arm problem. You don't know that 
from season to season—nobody knows.” 
As if to underscore Weaver's point, 
consider the following: Last year the Milwau- 
kee Brewers’ Paul Molitor, a career .291 
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hitter, batted .353; the Detroit Tigers’ Alan 
Trammell,-with a career .281 average, hit 
.343. Going the other way, Tony Pena, 
traded to St. Louis after hitting .288 with 
Pittsburgh in ‘86, dropped to .214 with 
the Cardinals. Dan Pasqua, a .293 hitter 
with the Yankees in ‘86, last season bat- 
ted a woeful! .233, which is why he’s since 
been traded to the White Sox. Anyone 
care to risk serious money that the four 
players I've just named will repeat their 
"87 performances? If you're so inclined, 
odds are that your mama once con- 
vinced you that those quarters under your 
pillow came from the tooth fairy. 

In any case, the 1988 baseball season 
is upon us, so let's get down to the seri- 
ous business of predicting this year's 
winners and losers. 


AMERICAN LEAGUE EAST 
1. MILWAUKEE BREWERS 
I'm going with a long shot—Milwaukee— 
to shock all the experts by finishing first 
in baseball's toughest division. Last year's 
Brew Crew finished third, seven games 
behind Detroit, for the sole reason that 
the Brewers couldn't get pumped up for 
games against subpar teams: Milwaukee 
murdered its divisional rivals (the Brew- 
ers were 50-28 against the A.L. East's 
big boys) but were only 41-43 against 
the twisted sisters of the A.L. West. They'll 
do better this year, for the Brewers are 
an emerging team. Teddy Higuera, now 
the best left-handed pitcher in baseball, 
* finished 18-10 in '87; he was a 20-game 
winner the year before and is primed for 
the finest season of his career. Higuera 
is complemented by a talented young 
mound staff that features another lefty, 
Juan Nieves. Last year Nieves (14-8) 
pitched the major leagues’ only no-hitter. 
Dan Plesac was the league's No. 1 re- 
liever during the first half of the season, 
but an overworked arm caused him to 
falter in the stretch. He'll be given more 
rest this time around. Manager Tom Tre- 
belhorn, a rookie last year, has put to- 
gether a lineup of potent hitters that in- 
cludes youthful B. J. Surhoff (.299 last 
year) and proven vets like Paul Molitor, 
Robin Yount, and Jim Gantner, not to 
mention power-hitting (but strikeout 
prone) Rob Deer. Look for the Brewers to 
pull off the biggest surprise of the sea- 
son. Official Vegas pennant odds: 12-1 


2. NEW YORK YANKEES 

Yankee owner George Steinbrenner, once 
again in a funk because his Bronx Bomb- 
ers came up empty last season, has dug 
deep into his checkbook this year in yet 
another effort to buy his team a division 
title. In January, Steinbrenner signed 
Cardinals’ free agent Jack Clark to a two- 
year $3 million contract. Last year, al- 
though out of action with a late-season 
ankle injury, Jack the Ripper hit .306, 
hammered out 35 homers, drove in 106 
tuns, and led the National League in walks 
with 136. Opponents will no longer be 
able to pitch around Clark, who'll hit 
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cleanup behind Don Mattingly (the best 
Player in baseball and a 3-1 favorite to 
win 1988's M.V.P. in the A.L.) and in front 
of Dave Winfield (Mr. Consistency banged 
out 27 home runs and 97 RBis in 87). 
Another big plus for the Yankees is lead- 
off man Rickey Henderson, a .291 hitter 
who creates havoc on the base paths. 
Says NBC's Joe Garagiola, “If | was down 
to my last dollar, I'd spend it watching 
Rickey Henderson.” No doubt about it: 
The Yankees have the most potent attack 
in baseball. What they don't have is a re- 
liable pitching staff. True, Dave Righetti 
is one of the league's top relievers, but if 
Steinbrenner were really slick, he'd have 
bought his Bronx Bombers at least one 
solid starter. Instead, George went shop- 
ping in baseball's bargain basement and 
came up with journeyman John Cande- 
laria (who gave up more than five runs a 
game in stints with the Angels and the 
Mets last year) and Seattle's Lee Guet- 
terman, who was 11-4 with the Mariners 
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I'm going with a long 
shot—Milwaukee—to shock

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but only 3-3 during the second half of 
the season. The rest of the Yankee's ag- 
ing and questionable pitching corps— 
Rick Rhoden, Rich Dotson, 44-year-old 
Tommy John (the major leagues’ oldest 
player), and surgical outpatient Ron 
Guidry—will not overwhelm anyone. 
Hoping to really shake things up, Stein- 
brenner has hired Billy Martin to manage 
the Yanks for the fifth time in Martin's ca- 
reer. By season's end, Billy once again 
will have worn out his welcome; but as | 
predicted after Steinbrenner fired him for 
the fourth time, never fear: Billy will be 
back. Talk about fatal attractions. Pen- 
nant odds: 4-1 


3. TORONTO BLUE JAYS 

If the Blue Jays had as much heart as 
talent—and on paper they appear un- 
beatable—Toronto would now be the 
home of the world champions. Unfortu- 
nately, the Blue Jays have a habit of 
snatching defeat out of the jaws of vic- 
tory. Last year, with the division title theirs 
for the taking, the Jays blew it by drop- 
ping seven straight games to Detroit. 
League M.V.P. George Bell was sensa- 
tional for most of the season, but down 


the stretch he was colder than a Cana- 
dian winter. That doesn't cut any ice with 
ABC sportscaster Al Michaels, who says, 
“George Bell is the most exciting player 
in the game—even when he strikes out 
he gets your attention.” Bell, a .308 hitter 
who led the league with 134 RBIs, is part 
of baseball's finest outfield—center 
fielder Lloyd Moseby and right fielder 
Jesse Barfield are also big boppers. 
Manager Jimy Williams is further blessed 
with a first-rate infield led by Tony Fer- 
nandez, voted by big-league managers 
as the American League's top shortstop. 
Toronto's got a deep bullpen—Mark 
Eichorn, Jeff Musselman, David Wells (a 
3-1 favorite to win A.L. Rookie of the Year), 
and Tom Henke are all proven stop- 
pers—but like the Yankees, the Blue Jays 
are short on starters. All-Star Jimmy Key 
(17-8 last season with a league-leading

4, DETROIT TIGERS 

Detroit won the division title last year on 
the strength of power hitting and a pen- 
chant for coming through in the clutch. 
Catcher Matt Nokes hit 32 home runs; 
40-year-old first baseman Darrell Evans 
belted 34; shortstop Alan Trammell 
slammed 28 homers; right fielder Kirk 
Gibson whacked 24; and light-hitting 
center fielder Chet Lemon made 20. De- 
troit not only led the major leagues in 
home runs (225), but also compiled the 
AL.’s best record in one-run games 
(26-16). The odds of either of those events 
happening again are almost nil, espe- 
cially now that Gibson has flown the coop 
via free agency. In addition, if aging re- 
liever Willie Hernandez doesn't regain his 
old form (and he probably won't), Detroit 
won't be a factor, no matter how many 
games fireballer Jack Morris wins. Pen- 
nant odds: 5-1 


5. BOSTON RED SOX 

Bosox fans were jubilant when the team 
acquired a strong reliever, Lee Smith from 
the Chicago Cubs, for journeymen pitch- 
ers Al Nipper and Calvin Schiraldi. There's 
no question that Boston got the better of 
the deal, but it's hard to believe Smith will 
make the Sox title contenders. (Even 
though he registered 36 saves for Chi- 
cago last year, Smith won only four games 
and lost ten.) Boston's a tough team to 
figure: The Red Sox led the majors in hit- 
ting with a .278 team batting average; 
third baseman Wade Boggs (.363) won 
his fourth league batting title in five years; 
and Cy Young Award winner Roger Cle- 
mens (a 9-5 favorite to repeat this year) 
overpowered opponents en route to a 
20-8 record. So why the fifth-place fin- 
ish? Simple: When the Bosox are on the 


toad, they fold like paper napkins—in '87, 
they were a miserable 28-54 in away 
games. Boston fans traditionally deny that 
the Sox choke under pressure, but how 
else can one explain why the Bosox had 
the major league's worst record (3-12) in 
extra-inning games? For Boston to con- 
tend (and for Manager John McNamara 
to hold onto his job), young turks Ellis 
Burks, Mike Greenwell, and Todd Ben- 
zinger had best bust loose early—and 
not just in Beantown. The Sox, inciden- 
tally, made a lot of bettors rich last year, 
and will do the same this year. Forkballer 
Bruce Hurst may be the only southpaw 
in the American League who's totally un- 
intimidated by the Green Monster (Fen- 
way Park's easily reachable left-field wall). 
Last year Hurst was 14-4 at home and 
3-9 on the road. If you want in on this, 
bet on Boston when Clemens or Hurst is 
pitching at home. Double your wager and 
bet against the Bosox when they're away, 
especially when Clemens or Hurst is 
pitching—even when they're favored, the 
Red Sox refuse to do it on the road. Pen- 
nant odds: 100-1 


6. BALTIMORE ORIOLES 

During the 14¥% years of Earl. Weaver's 
teign, Baltimore won more games than 
any other team in the majors. Since his 
departure, this once-proud franchise has 
fallen on evil times. Horrible times: Last 
season's sixth-place Orioles were 67-95, 


“And now this urgent flash from a broad... .” 
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and finished a ghastly 18-60 versus 
Eastern Division opponents. You might 
think that any team with superstars like 
Cal Ripken, Jr., and Eddie Murray would 
be competitive, and you'd be right—if the 
team had pitching, which the Orioles do 
not. Baltimore's pitching staff gave up 
more than five runs per game last year, 
and served up a major league—leading 
226 home run balls. In desperate need 
of some live arms, the Orioles made ex- 
actly one meaningless move during the 
off-season: Baltimore swapped Ken 
Dixon (7—10 in '87) for Seattle's Mike Mor- 
gan, who was a splendid 12-17. If you 
take an occasional flyer on a ball game, 
go against the O's when they're home fa- 
vorites against any Eastern Division club. 
In '87, Baltimore had the worst home rec- 
ord of any team in the majors (31-51), 
and doesn't figure to fare much better in 
that category this time around. Pennant 
odds: 7,500-1 


7. CLEVELAND INDIANS 

The '87 Indians were the most disap- 
pointing team in the majors: A surprising 
number of baseball insiders picked 
Cleveland to wind up in the World Series, 
mostly because sluggers Joe Carter, 
Cory Snyder, Julio Franco, and Brook Ja- 
coby all enjoyed terrific seasons in '86. 
As noted earlier, you can’t count on re- 
peat perfomances en masse: Although 
Franco and Jacoby hit .319 and .300, re- 


spectively, Carter slipped from .302 to 
.264, and Snyder tailed off from .272 to 
.236. Cleveland's pitching, meanwhile, 
was abominable, which explains why the 
Tribe wound up winning 61 games and 
losing 101—the worst mark in the majors 
last year. We're talking real futility here: 
The Indians were baseball's lousiest team 
against left-handers and right-handers, 
and in day games, night games, and road 
games. As a result, Cleveland had the 
league's lowest attendance—and man- 
agement wants to know why more fans 
don't support the team. The fans, mean- 
while, want to know why management al- 
lowed center fielder Brett Butler, one of 
the team's best and brightest perform- 
ers, to get away via free agency. Cleve- 
land's chances of escaping the A.L. East 
cellar are about as good as those of Pat 
Robertson becomihg president. Pennant 
odds: 5,000-1 


AMERICAN LEAGUE WEST 

1. OAKLAND ATHLETICS 

Although the A.L. West is generally con- 
sidered a collection of cream puffs, di- 
vision winners (Kansas City in '85 and 
Minnesota last season) have captured 
two of the last three World Series. Be 
forewarned that the same thing might 
happen this fall, for Oakland is loaded 
and ready to explode. Credit the A's vice 
president Sandy Alderson and manager 
Tony La Russa with being superb 
wheeler-dealers. During the winter, Oak- 
land acquired slugger Dave Parker from 
Cincinnati, and although he's 38, Par- 
ker—who's missed only four games in his 
long career—last season slammed 27 
homers playing in spacious Riverfront 
Stadium. He also drove in 97 runs, and 
tied for the National League lead with 16 
game-winning RBIs. Parker, Rookie of the 
Year Mark McGwire (who championed the 
league with 49 home runs), and Jose 
Canseco (32 round-trippers) are the A.L. 
West's most dangerous three amigos. 
Oakland also picked up veteran slugger, 
free agent Don Baylor, and pitchers Matt 
Young and Bob Welch from the Dodgers 
(Welch should be a big winner in the 
American League). Another ex-Dodger, 
Dave Stewart, won 20 games for the Ath- 
letics last season. Oakland's got the 
goods to go all the way. Official Vegas 
pennant odds: 6-1 


2. KANSAS CITY ROYALS 

The Royals always make a stretch run for 
the title, and last season they just missed 
catching the Twins at the wire. Since then, 
Kansas City has acquired lefty Floyd 
Bannister from the White Sox and right- 
hander Ted Power from the Reds, so 
K.C.’s pitching will be much more formi- 
dable. By dealing for Cincinnati short- 
stop Kurt Stillwell, the Royals ensure 
themselves of a sound infield. That's the 
good news. The bad news is that once 
you get past Kevin Seitzer (who hit .323 
as a rookie), the Royals are led by aging 
stars—this might be the last hurrah for 


second baseman Frank White, 37 
George Brett, 35; and speedy outfielder 
Willie Wilson, who'll soon turn 33. If Brett 
can once again post big numbers, how- 
ever, the Royals will again stage one of 
their patented late-season drives. Pen-

3. MINNESOTA TWINS 

Not since 1977 and 1978, when the New 
York Yankees did it, has a team won back- 
to-back World Series. The Yankees’ rec- 
ord won't be matched this season, for the 
world champion Minnesota Twins are 
about to fall on their face. The Twins have 
asplit personality: They're killers at home 
but pushovers on the road. Last season 


A.L. West last year, but this is a team with 
some very legit talent. Manager Bobby 
Valentine has a budding superstar in first 
baseman Pete O'Brien (23 homers and 
88 RBIs last season); an underrated 
slugger in Larry Parrish (32 homers and 
100 RBIs); and everybody's choice for 
future All-Star, outfielder Ruben Sierra (30 
home runs and 109 RBis).

Barry Ivan Slotnick al- 
ways makes headline news. 
Most of the bold print re- 
cently lavished on this New 
York attorney's name in the 
city, national, and world 
press has been for his as- 
founding defense of Bern- 
hard Goetz, the New York 
electrical engineer turned 
subway vigilante. The 
Goetz case, a story with all 
the moral, social, and emo- 
tional upheaval that makes 
for a hit movie, has also 
made Barry Slotnick the 
hottest legal defense attor- 
ney practicing today. 

The Bernhard Goetz 


case was the last thing with 
which Barry Slotnick, de- 
fender of high rollers, im- 
portant people, and slick 
city types, thought he'd 
ever get involved. He took 
the case out of curiosity, out 
of a sense that it would 
amount to more than just 
another urban crime statis- 
tic. By 1984, the thin, be- 
spectacled Goetz had 
been robbed and as- 
saulted three times too 
many in his 39 years. He 
was sick and tired of being 
a victim of street predators, 
of being defenseless, and 
he determined not to be a 
four-time loser. A few days 
before Christmas that year, 
armed with an illegal gun, 
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Goetz shot four black youths who had 
surrounded him in a Manhattan down- 
town-bound subway, bullying him for five 
dollars. This cathartic but controversial 
act, committed’ by the quintessential 
everyman, raised ferocious debate. 

With an instinct for what chills the heart 
of man, Slotnick put the jury in Goetz’s 
subway seat, reenacting the tale in a real- 
life New York subway train, all the while 
urging the jury to picture the “four men- 
acing faces” Goetz saw that December 
day. The effect was not lost on the racially 
mixed jury, who acquitted Goetz, up- 
holding the plea of self-defense and con- 
victing him only of the lesser charge of 
illegal weapon possession. Although a 
landmark case was won, marking a psy- 
chological victory for all crime victims, 
Goetz was sentenced to a six-month 
prison term, 280 hours of community ser- 
vice, and a $5,000 fine for the weapon 
charge. Slotnick has appealed, 

In the theater of the court, even limbo- 
style, without set or props, he is every 
prosecutor's nightmare, down to the final 
cross-examination. Just ask the federal 
prosecutors who spent years and thou- 
sands of taxpayers’ dollars to convict re- 
puted mob boss John Gotti and six co- 
defendants of racketeering, murder, loan- 
sharking, and robbery. Slotnick, together 
with the other defense lawyers, cut the 
prosecutors’ case to Swiss cheese, ex- 
posing the federal-witness lineup as liars 
and thieves, convicted killers and felons 
who weren't doing all that talking out of 
patriotic charity. In the end, the prose- 
cution itself was put on trial, with refer- 
ences made to the dubious methods of 
the federal lawyers on the case, who al- 
legedly used p‘omises of sex and drugs 
to gain the cooperation of some of their 
snitches, The jury stared in disbelief. 

Barry Ivan Slotnick has won 95 percent 
of his cases in 26 years, slugging out a 
nearly perfect legal batting average since 
1961. He is the son of Russian émigrés, 
born in the Bronx on June 18, 1939. Dur- 
ing the fifties, when the government was 
blacklisting suspected Communists, 
Slotnick made his decision to pursue a 
legal career. At 16, he enrolled in The City 
College of New York. Five years later, with 
a law degree from New York University, 
the ambitious 21-year-old set up his own 
criminal law office. 

Doing time in New York City court- 
rooms, the young Slotnick observed the 
style and strategies of those he consid- 
ered the great lawyers of the time, in- 
cluding Maurice Edelbaum, Joseph E. 
Brill, Henry G. Singer, and Abraham H. 
Brodsky, men famous for their infamous 
clients and their high acquittal rates. In 
1968, Slotnick got his big break. His rep- 
utation as a legal prodigy had aroused 
the attention of Jacob Kossman, a Phil- 
adeiphia attorney who was trying to dis- 
entangle reputed mob boss Joe Colom- 
bo from a maze of indictments and grand- 
jury subpoenas. Slotnick succeeded in 
getting the initial charges against Colom- 
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bo dropped. This victory was won in the 
United States Supreme Court. 

When Colombo was subpoenaed 
again, Slotnick directed the don to an- 
swer the prosecutor's questions in return 
for immunity. This ran contrary to the le- 
gal advice Colombo usually got—namely, 
to take the Fifth, and face contempt 
charges and a 30-day vacation in jail. 
Colombo agreed to follow Slotnick’s 
carefully planned advice. The district at- 
torney, realizing that Colombo's willing- 
ness to answer questions meant that the 
answers could not be used against him, 
dismissed the don. From that victory on, 
Slotnick maintained a lasting profes- 
sional and personal relationship with Co- 
lombo. Slotnick, who lives in a wealthy 
New York suburb with his wife Donna and 
their four children, tells the story of how 
his son learned to walk at a family gath- 
ering upstate, the don urging the child to 
take his first steps toward his out- 
stretched arms. Slotnick was standing 
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He is every prosecutor's 
nightmare, down 
to the final cross-examination. 
Just ask the federal 
prosecutors who spent years 
and taxpayers’ dollars 
to convict reputed mob boss 
John Gotti. 
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only a few feet away the day Colombo 
was shot and wounded at an Italian- 
American rally. 

His bright ideas have shone the light 
of freedom for a wide spectrum of clients; 
although, since his staunch defense of 
Colombo and other reputed organized- 
crime figures, he has been tagged, by 
those he calls jealous detractors, a “mob 
lawyer,” a label Slotnick fiercely refutes 
Rudolph Giuliani, U.S. attorney for the 
Southern District, has been quoted 
praising Slotnick for his skill and honesty 
as a member of the criminal-defense bar. 
His client list is diverse, including Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, leader of the Jewish De- 
fense League; Michael Chen, the head 
of a Chinese youth gang; and a Sunday- 
school teacher who won a paternity suit 
against Engelbert Humperdinck. 

Applying “ingenious strategies in im- 
possible situations,” Slotnick defies fear- 
some odds in the impassioned pursuit of 
his clients’ constitutional rights, whether 
defending the notorious or rescuing the 
downtrodden from the clutches of cold 
legal machinery. In 1981, The American 
Lawyer honored him with its Ammy Award 
for “Best Performance,” particularly for 


his defense of two Hasidim charged with 
the attempted murder of a young black 
man. At the trial, Siotnick filled the court- 
room with Hasidim in traditional black 
dress, and placed the two defendants 
among them. The baffled witnesses could 
not pick out the defendants, and the jury, 
which included seven blacks, acquitted 
the two Hasidic Jews. 

In this and other cases, his style seems 
sheer Houdini, his setups stolen from a 
Hitchcock flick. In one courtroom clas- 
sic, a logistical swoop, Slotnick rescued 
a corporate president from a cocaine 
conspiracy charge by showing the jury, 
with charts and diagrams, the confusion 
and error of the arresting police officers, 
in spite of the prosecution's many eyewit- 
nesses and testimony by three police- 
men. in another case, this a comedy of 
errors, Slotnick saved from certain death 
a dog accused of sinking his teeth into 
human flesh by bringing in a lineup of 
identical canines from which the accuser 
could not identify the “defendant.” Prec- 
edents have been established and state 
laws changed because of cases he has 
defended. In defense of Rabbi Meir Ka- 
hane's strict adherence to kosher dietary 
laws, for example, Slotnick convinced a 
federal appellate court that the rabbi's 
constitutional rights guaranteed that he 
be served kosher food while in prison, a 
precedent that now extends to all pris- 
oners of the Jewish faith. 

Slotnick is elegant and articulate, with 
a Lincoin-like lankiness and a reserved 
yet down-to-earth demeanor. He is out- 
spoken on individual liberties, on street 
crime and gun laws. And he has plenty 
to say about the federal justice system 
and its programs, namely the Federal 
Witness Protection Program, which grants 
amnesty, money, and freedom to con- 
victed criminals for their testimony, and 
RICO (Racketeer influenced and Cor- 
rupt Organizations) law, the most notable 
tool prosecutors use to convict orga- 
nized-crime figures. Penthouse reporter 
Teri Wingender met with Barry Slotnick 
while the jury was in session for his latest 
client, veteran Bronx Democrat Mario 
Biaggi, who faced charges of peddling 
influence for favors. While acquitted of 
the serious bribery and conspiracy 
charges, Biaggi has nonetheless been 
sentenced to 30 months’ imprisonment 
and fined $500,000 for accepting an il- 
legal gratuity. Slotnick will appeal. 

Slotnick’s achievements for the year did 
not go unnoticed by his peers. The New 
York State Bar Association honored him 
as the Outstanding Criminal Practitioner 
for 1987. This year, Slotnick continued to 
take on controversial clients. After Pan- 
ama's military leader General Manuel An- 
tonio Noriega was indicted by the United 
States Department of Justice for drug 
trafficking, and assets in the U.S. were 
frozen, Slotnick flew to Latin America. In 
Panama he conferred with national lead- 
ers and agreed to represent the Republic 
of Panama in this country.

THE VIETNAM VETERANS ADVISER 


When CBS announced, in the 
wake of the unexpected suc- 
cess of Oliver Stone's Platoon, 
that they would debut a prime- 
time dramatic series about the 
Vietnam War and the soldiers 
who fought it, many veterans 
were skeptical. After all, they 
had seen the war distorted in 
the media for over 20 years. 
But “Tour of Duty” met, and 
even surpassed, their expec- 
tations—and, in fact, the show 
has garnered a loyal following 
among veterans. 

“| know that when | write sto- 
ties for ‘Tour of Duty,’ there's 
this constituency out there to 
whom it matters a lot,” says 
Steven Philip Smith, a copro- 
ducer and writer for the show. 
“It's not like | was writing an 
episode of ‘Dallas.’ You know 
if you fudge, you could hurt 
somebody very badly.” Smith 
is particularly sensitive to this 
issue, having fought in Viet- 
nam himself as a helicopter 
door gunner in 1966. 

Smith is not the only vet in- 
volved in the creation of the 
show. Richard Mazzochi, the 
prop man—weapons expert, 
and Mike Little, the key cam- 
era assistant, were both Ma- 
tines. A sound man, a first as- 
sistant director, the head 
researcher, and a script su- 
pervisor also experienced 
Vietnam firsthand. In addition, 
every day that they shoot, a 
technical adviser from the 
Army who saw duty in Vietnam 
is on the set. Producer Ron 
Schwary believes “Tour of 
Duty" is as realistic as you can 
get in terms of recapturing 
Vietnam. “We get thousands 
of letters from vets saying that 
it's the best portrayal of the 
war, more than Platoon, Full 
Metal Jacket, Hamburger Hill, 
all the rest," he says. “Il get 
asked sometimes what satis- 
faction is in it for me, and | say 
that it's a good feeling that 
maybe now some vets will start 
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talking about what they went 
through. If just one vet opens 
up, then the whole year is a 
success.” 

Cameraman Mike Little was 
a photographer for the Ma- 
tines and, he says, “got to see 
a lot of Vietnam. | was able to 
hop in a chopper and fly down 
to Chu Lai or Hue or Saigon. 
Possibly | saw more of the 
people suffering than the av- 
erage grunt. This show is trying 
to be as realistic as possible 
without actually going to Viet- 
nam and shooting it there.” 
“Tour of Duty” is, in fact, filmed 
on location in Hawaii. Accord- 
ing to Little, “It's hard to get 
the old French bunkers or the 
real humid environment or the 
smells; it's hard to conjure all 
that up. Here you're dealing 
with fantasy every day. You sort 
of squint your eyes and try to 
think, and you remember little 
bits and pieces, but for me it 
was 18 years ago. It's all a 
faded image.” 

Richard Mazzochi carried 
an M60 machine gun during 
his tour with the Marines. As 
weapons specialist on the set, 
he handles all the firearms: 
“Whatever they carry in their 
web gear, packs, rockets, am- 
munition." He is dedicated to 
the accurate rendering of the 
Vietnam experience, not just 
in terms of props but in emo- 
tional authenticity. “The vets on 
this show are like the watch- 


dogs," he says. “Something 
doesn't look right, we'll tell ‘em 
right away. We can't show a lot 
of blood, we cdo have to tone 
that down somewhat. And it's 
even difficult for Mike and me, 
because this is an Army show 
and we were in the Marines 
I've learned they did some 
things very differently! 

“But most of us who spent 
any time in Vietnam and lost 
people, we have an obligation 
to the ones who didn't come 
home. And making those guys 
live through this show is the 
only way | can do it.” 

Writer Steven Smith pin- 
points his concern in recreat- 
ing Vietnam for a TV audience. 
“We're trying not to sell the vet- 
erans short,” he says. “Vets 
have been typecast as crazy 
and as baby killers and drug 
addicts. | don't think there's any 
denying that some of that stuff 
went on, but | think what hap- 
pened is that the individuality 
of everybody got lost. Veter- 
ans became afraid to talk 
about what happened to them, 
and a lot have been living with 
this misery for many years.” 

Aside from the huge volume 
of mail from veterans and their 
families attesting to the pop- 
ularity of “Tour of Duty,” there 
is the satisfaction that the 
show's actors feel. Steven 
Caffrey, who portrays Lieuten- 
ant Goldman, says, "I realized 
the minute we started that 


there was more weight to it 
than any other gig I'd ever had 
The immediacy of having the 
vets on the set makes it better 
because it doesn't give me a 
chance to relax. These men 
and women still have scars that 
are very fresh, and sometimes 
you feel sort of leechy, like 
you're using their pain, but 
that's what my job is. And it 
balances out, especially when 
somebody comes up and says 
to you, ‘I really like the show.’ 
“Tour of Duty’ isn'tso much 
about the moral and politica! 
issues but the relationships 
between these men,” contin- 
ues Caffrey. “It's an unprece- 
dented show, and we make 
mistakes sometimes because 
it is, but when we score we 
usually hit the bell! And vet- 
erans seem to be very forgiv- 
ing about the small things, like 
that out on patrol you would 
never really have been all 
bunched up together. They re- 
alize the limitations of TV." 
The show, which had aired 
opposite "The Cosby Show" 
and won respectable ratings, 
is likely to be renewed for an- 
other season. inwhile, it has. 
been moved to a later, Satur- 
day night time slot, thereby al- 
lowing for more complex and 
realistic subject matter. But 
perhaps the greatest service 
this weekly dramatization 
of the Vietnam War can 
accomplish is, in the words of 
Richard Mazzochi, "just a 
chance at understanding. Vets 
are not asking for you to give 
us anything or to feel sorry for 
us. We just want people to try 
and understand. And if more 
of you turn on the show and 
watch it, if you look past the 
gun barrel and into the eyes of 
the guys portraying these 
young boys, | think you're 
gonna see a lot more than guns 
and murder and killing. And 
that's all we ask."—Bettina

AM ER qi should be met. Years ago, it was the first to fight for the rights 
of the Vietnam veterans. Long before movies and TV and 


books attempted to change our perception of these men, 
SH AME this magazine dedicated itself to exposing the criminal ne- 
glect veterans suffered because the war had become polit- 


ically unpopular. When Penthouse started its campaign, there 
was no thought of any monument to Vietnam veterans. Every- 
one simply wished they'd disappear. 

Thanks to the monthly appearance of major investigative 
articles in Penthouse, the public began to realize just what 
these brave men and women had suffered for their country, 
and how horribly they had been treated after their return. (To 
this day, Penthouse keeps its Washington office available to 
help Vietnam veterans—and the “Vietnam Veterans Adviser" 
column still runs in every issue.) 

Years later, the Vietnam War Memorial was built, and dra- 
matic photographs of families and friends weeping at the 
black marble wall energized the nation’s consciousness. Even 
later, films like Platoon and Full Metal Jacket translated the 
nightmare of Vietnam into commercial Hollywood success. 
Audiences across the country are stunned by the portrayal 
of what our soldiers had to endure. But those chilling scenes 
are no worse than the everyday existence of Korea. 

Now I'd like you to read some statistics. People are usually 
bored by numbers - . . they seem dry and undramatic on the 
page. But read these numbers carefully, and let your mind 
dramatize the human beings they represent: 
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The war in Vietnam lasted ten years. During that time, 57,685 
American lives were lost; 2,459 were missing in action. 

The Korean War lasted three years. During that time we 
lost 54,235 American lives, and 8,177 are listed as missing 
in action. About 7,000 Americans were taken as prisoners of 
war. Of these, only 3,450 returned home alive—51 percent 
died in prison camps. To this day there are still 389 men 
unaccounted for. At the time of repatriation these Americans 
were, in fact, last seen by members of our Military Armistice 
Commission being carried away in trucks by the North Ko- 
reans. No one has heard about them since. And—just to 
tepeat—there are still 8,177 Americans listed as missing in 
action from the Korean War. 

The men who are listed as MIA from the Vietnam War have 
not been forgotten by their country. Just last year, Secretary 
of State George Shultz addressed the National League of 
Families of American Prisoners and Missing in Southeast Asia, 
pledging that the Reagan administration would not rest until 
it had determined their fate. Last August, General John W. 
Vessey, Jr., met with Vietnamese leaders to this same end. 
The media has been full of stories speculating on whether 
any of our MIAs remain alive. 

Nothing has been done and very, very little written about 
the men who are listed as missing from Korea. And what 
about those 389 Americans who were seen alive at war's 
end? It's been a very long time; but surely their loved ones, 
just like the families of the Vietnam MIAs, would like to know 
what has happened to them. At present, even though we 
now have excellent relations with China (who was our main 
enemy in Korea), no one in our government is really doing 
anything about asking the authorities in Beijing to help us 
learn what happened to these men. 

| have personally spent years trying to stir interest in my 
comrades-in-arms who have been so shamefully forgotten 
by their country. My efforts—and those of other veterans — 
to prod the government to erect a monument to Korean War 
veterans have only been frustrated by official roadblocks. 

‘On October 28, 1986, for example, the President signed 
the Korean War Memorial Act, a measure authorizing the 
American Battle Monuments Commission to erect a memo- 
tial near Washington, D.C. Congress specified that a 12- 
member committee would be appointed by the President to 
select a site and a design, and to solicit the donation of 
private funds for its construction and maintenance. This was 
to be done within 120 days. 

That deadline came and went. When it became obvious 
that nothing was happening, | went to The New York Times 
and other media with the story. By September of last year, 
President Reagan finally selected the committee. 

The law Reagan signed also states that a half-million dol- 
lars be appropriated for site preparations and design and 
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planning. An equal amount is to be set aside for construction. 
But why waste $500,000 for a design? The design for the 
Vietnam War Memorial was selected in a competition that 
was won, interestingly enough, by a 28-year-old woman who 
was too young to remember the war. Nonetheless, her work 
of art has galvanized the nation and moved us to tears. Her 
prize was $20,000. A similar competition could result in an 
equally excellent memorial to our Korean War veterans. The 
other $480,000 could be used to build the monument. 

Site selection is another sore point with many of us. Why 
not use the land right near the Vietnam site? We don't need 
a huge amount of space to honor these heroic men and 
women. But the bureaucrats in Washington seem to think 
otherwise. At the same time the President signed the legis- 
lation to erect the Korean monument in the District of Colum- 
bia, another law was passed limiting where national monu- 
ments can be placed. It specifies that if the Korean monument 
were built today, it could not be in Washington, where all our 
other great national monuments stand. No—it would have to 
be placed in the suburbs, the boondocks. Just one more 
slap in the face to the forgotten heroes of Korea! 

There has also been much talk recently of building another 
monument to honor women who served in Vietnam. The wall 
that honors the heroes of Vietnam already includes names 
of both servicemen and women. Can any reasonable person 
really propose that we need another Vietnam memorial when 
there still isn't one national monument to honor those who 
fought in Korea? Why not instead use this proposed site in 
Washington for the Korean veterans? Or is this logical sug- 
gestion just too simple and cost-effective for the pencil push- 
ers in our nation’s capital? 

One final point—and possibly this is the most shameful 
fact of all. Last September, Vice President Bush received a 
$1 million donation for the Korean veterans memorial from 
Hyundai Motor America—a Korean-owned company. Not one 
American coporation has donated money to this project. And 
until recently, this money was sitting in a non-interest-bearing 
account, losing the $5,000 a month that could have been 
added to the dollars needed to build the monument. 

I'd like to end this on a positive note. There really is a 
national monument to the Korean War veterans. It is the over 
40,000 American troops who are still in South Korea pre- 
serving that nation's democracy as the world prepares to 
compete in the Seoul Olympics. 

Remember, we won that war. The reason that the citizens 
of South Korea have their freedom and liberty, and are build- 
ing the exciting, affluent lifestyle they enjoy today, is because 
of the sacrifices made so long ago by those of us who, along 
with young men and women from many other nations, came 
together under the flag of the United Nations to save de- 
mocracy in one small, far-off land.O+—a 
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night playing mah-jongg and fan-tan 
Chinese citizens who went on organized 
junkets to the "Chinese mecca," Atlantic 
City, were entertained by singers who had 
been brought over by Chinese criminal 
triads. Respectable citizens shook their 
heads in fear and refused to answer 
questions about the influence of the no- 
torious criminal tongs: the Ghost Shad- 
ows, the United Bamboo Gang, and the 
Flying Dragon. Murder, extortion, drug 
trafficking, alien smuggling, prostitu- 
tion—these were part of daily life in the 
New York Chinese community. Goldman 
knew that the scope of these activities 
couldn't possibly be restricted to a single 
neighborhood. Then the reports began 
coming in—police reports of Chinese 
youth gangs committing crimes in cities 
across the nation. 

In early 1986, James Goldman began 
meeting with the D.E.A.'s newly formed 
Chinese Unit. This group of multilingual 
agents had been the brainchild of Robert 
Stutman, special agent in charge of the 
New York field division of the D.E.A. Stut- 
man is a dynamic and innovative poli- 
cymaker and supervisor, renowned for his 
incisive intelligence, broad understand- 
ing, and visionary ideas. Still, there were 
many law-enforcement officials who 


questioned the necessity of a unit de- 
voted exclusively to Chinese drug traf- 
ficking. But Stutman had closely re- 
viewed the analyses performed by D.E.A. 
laboratories, and by 1986, it was deter- 
mined that approximately 40 percent of 
all the heroin being sold on the streets of 
New York City—and thus to the entire 
eastern region of the United States—de- 
rived from the "Golden Triangle” of Thai- 
land, Burma, and Laos. Stutman hadn't 
been surprised to discover that so much 
heroin was coming from a new source. 
After all, the elimination of the French 
Connection, the raids on Corsican her- 
oin-processing laboratories, the Pizza 
Connection trials, plus the recent vigor- 
Ous prosecution of major Mafia figures 
(who had previously controlled eastern 
U.S. heroin trafficking) had all had an im- 
pact. Says Stutman, “As with any other 
aspect of crime, when one group steps 
out, another steps in." In this case the 
group was comprised of ethnic Chinese 
from Thailand, Hong Kong, Malaysia, Tai- 
wan, and China. Reportedly over 1,200 
tons of opium are produced yearly in the 
Golden Triangle. In June of 1987, Interpol 
issued a warning that Chinese orga- 
nized-crime groups were transporting 
heroin from Southeast Asia to the United 
States through Panama via contacts with 
Chinese communities in Bolivia and Par- 
aguay. Later that summer, officials in 
Connecticut warned of an increase in 
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heroin deaths due to the unprecedented 
purity of the new Southeast Asian heroin 
known as “China White." And in Decem- 
ber of that year, estimates of the influx of 
Southeast Asian heroin into New York City 
rose to 60 percent. During that same 
month, the D.E.A. and U.S. Customs 
agents arrested two Chinese men and 
one Chinese woman in their car in 
Queens, New York. The trio had just ar- 
rived on a Flying Tigers airline flight from 
Bangkok. The woman was three months 
Pregnant. The victims surrenderéd with 
the stoicism characteristic of the Chi- 
nese, A search of the car unearthed $1 
million in cash, phony passports, rec- 
ords of accounts in Atlantic City casinos, 
a $25,000 ruby- and diamond-encrusted 
Rolex and 165 pounds of pure South- 
east Asian heroin. At the time, it was the 
fifth-largest heroin seizure in United 
States history. Last February in New York 
City, six men (from Thailand and Hong 
Kong) were arrested and charged with 
attempting to smuggle $165 million worth 
of heroin into the U.S. in terra-cotta stat- 
ues. Customs officials said the statues 
were transported into the country on a 
Flying Tigers cargo plane from Thailand 
In March 1988, the D.E.A. arrested their 
No. 1 drug fugitive, Chinese business- 
man Kon ‘Johnny Kon” Yu-Leung, said to 
be responsible for smuggling as much 
as $2 billion worth of heroin into the U.S. 
Kon was arrested when a group of eight 
D.E.A. agents interrupted his fried- 
chicken dinner at the New York Hilton. It 
was reported that his past and present 
holdings included a trading company in 
Hong Kong, a watch company in Para- 
Quay, and a fur business in Newark, New 
Jersey. A retired New York City police of- 
ficer, Jonathan J. Ruotolo, was also ar- 
rested for allegedly being one of Kon’s 
New York City drug distributors. Ata press 
conference, Stutman said that he be- 
lieved the importation of Southeast Asian 
heroin was now being controlled “vir- 
tually 100 percent" by Chinese criminal 
groups. 

James Goldman wasn't surprised by 
this statement, nor by the magnitude of 
the bust. He had been trying to enlighten 
his colleagues about the scope of Chi- 
nese organized crime ever since observ- 
ing that the boundaries of New York's 
Chinatown had extended into Little It- 
aly—and that the Italians and the Chi- 
nese were coexisting in an unprece- 
dentedly peaceful fashion. Says 
Goldman, “No one moves into Italian turf, 
no one dominates an enterprise, unless 
there is some kind of unity. Informants 
have told me about powwows between 
high-level Italian and Chinese criminals. 
It's only logical—can you imagine Cuban 
organized crime trying to take over trash 
collection in Little Italy?” 

Furthermore, Goldman suspects that 
there is a “giant and as yet unfounded 
connection between the Chinese and 
traditional organized crime in America. 
My suspicion is that the Chinese are equal 
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in number ta any major organized-crime 
network, and equal in sophistication, too. 
The Chinese have instilled more of a fear 
in their own communities than traditional 
organized crime has maintained, and they 
may possibly become the No. 1 threat to 
our nation’s law enforcement. Obviously, 
the situation will become particularly per- 
ious when Hong Kang loses its lease in 
1997 (and is returned to China’s control). 
Inevitably, there will be a major influx of 
immigrants, many cf whom will be career 
Criminals for whom bribery and corrup- 
tion is a way of life. Others will be poor 
people who will be faced with the option 
of either washing dishes 14 feet under- 
ground or working with the criminal ele- 
ment. | really don’t understand why rnost 
law-enforcement officials are dragging 
their feet on this issue.” 

But don't get Goldman wrong. He isn't 
Critical of all his cranies. He knows how 
impenetrable oriental culture may seem 
even to the most sophisticated federat 
agent—it's a culture where million-dollar 
heroin deals are counted on an abacus, 
where youth gang initiates drink chicken 
blood dripped into wine and take oaths 
suchas, “If | ever betray the organization, 
may ! be struck 1,000 times by lightning.” 
He understands the difficulties of devel- 
oping young Chinese undercover 
agents—many of wham have never 
learned to speak Chinese—in commu- 
nities where over 12 Chinese dialects are 
spoken. He lauds the exemplary efforts 
‘of the D.E.A., and he is encouraged by 
the special camaraderie that has grown 
between members of his |.N.S. task forces 
and police officials nationwide. Working 
today in Washington, D.C., James Gold- 
man oversees ai! Organized Crime Drug 
Enforcement Task Force (O.C.D.E.T.F) in- 
vestigations conducted by the 1.N.S. 

Still, James Goldman is dissatisfied. He 
is angered by the fact that | Huei Chin's 
Jover is still a fugitive from Project Hydra, 
and that Madam Shih’s "travel agent” son 
cannot be extradited here. He finds it ap- 
palling that a leader of a notorious Chi- 
nese organized-crime gang was able to 
become a naturalized U.S. citizen while 
out on bail for the rape of a Queens, New 
York, woman. He deems oriental brothels 
“breeding grounds for a wide variety of 
crimes, including homicide" and would 
like to see them unilaterally shut down. 
And while it is not technically illegal, 
Goldman finds it morally reprehensible 
that many of New York City’s private Chi- 
nese nightclubs—which cater solely to 
Chinese customers, using beautiful host- 
ess girls to promote business—are pro- 
tected by legally armed, retired New York 
City cops. But Goldman's most consum- 
ing regret is the closing of his investiga- 
tion of a notorious Queens nightclub. 

He had never heard of the club when 
he was working the Chinatown beat. One 
day, a source tipped him off that a former 
Madam Shih employee was working as 
a hostess in this establishment. After 
Goldman and his partner identified 
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themselves as I.N.S. agents, they were 
reluctantly let into the premises. There 
was no sign of the woman among the 25 
aitractive oriental “hostess girls" and their 
50 patrons. Goldman and his partner 
confirmed that all the hostesses were i!- 
legal aliens. None would talk about the 
hostess in question. Two nights later, the 
two men returned and arrested 20 en- 
tirely new oriental women. This prompted 
a phone cali from the club's owners— 
offering to lead Goldman to the hostess 
if he promised to stay away. Goldman got 
his witness. But as the Madam Shih trial 
wound down, Goldman learned that the 
nightclub owners were well known and 
weil feared Chinese organized-crime fig- 
ures who had been closely linked to Chi- 
nese heroin traffickers. State Liquor Au- 
thority records indicate that the club's 
liquor license had been issued to a Co- 
lombian under another name. James 
Goldman and the $.L.A. had all the in- 
gredients for a second racketeering 
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case—hostesses being brought in and 
harbored in violation of federal law; a 
fraudulent liquor license with established 
criminal ties. But before he could pursue 
his investigation, a customer at the club 
got into a dispute with a waiter, made an 
obscene gesiure to the manager, who 
ejected him, and was shot in the head 
and killed as he stepped into his car. The 
gunman was identified from a mug shot 
as a Chinese street-gang kid, but the wit- 
nesses never showed up for the lineup. 
Fearing ghosts, evil spirits, and further 
raids by "white foreign devils,” the awn- 
ers quickly shut down the club. The |.N.S. 
ordered Goldman to disband his task 
force and drop the investigation. 

“It didn't make any sense," says Gold- 
man. “I still saw the suspected gunman 
walking around Chinatown.” 

Although he may sound like a one-man 
crusader, James Goldman insists that he 
is not “preaching yellow peril.” He has 
made many friends in New York's China- 
town community—tough street kids, 
graceful waitresses, frail elderly fan-tan 
players. During his forays into Chinese 
sociai clubs looking for leads, Goldman 
often finds himself the only American 


among the middle-aged oriental men who 
pay hundreds of dollars to dance with 
hostess girls, drink Remy Martin and 
Hennessy X.0., eat sweet bean pastries, 
and listen to a procession of heavily 
made-up Taiwanese women wearing 
punk outfits or prom dresses singing 
Patsy Cline songs in Taiwanese. 

A jovial person with an easy laugh, 
Goldman was an ideal big-brother figure 
to the dozen female witnesses he har- 
bored in a hotel during the Madam Shih 
trial. When the women complained about 
not being able to play mah-jongg, Gold- 
man obtained a card table trom hotel se- 
curity. On another night, during a break 
in the trial, Goldman escorted two of the 
women to dinner at a trendy Mexican res- 
taurant. A yuppie approached the pret- 
tier one and launched a monologue about 
his job on Wall Street, brand-new condo, 
and BMW, Each boast received a nod 
and a smile. Galdman wore the biggest 
smile of all when he informed the smitten 
stockbroker that his gorgeous Asian fan- 
tasy girl spoke not @ word of English. 

Most of the time, however, James 
Goldman is deadly serious about his 
work, One of the |.N.S.’s top priorities is 
preventing aliens from entering this coun- 
try illegally—and prosecuting them when 
they engage in criminal activities. And 
Goldman thinks his agency has the poten- 
tial to be the most powerful deterrent to 
Chinese organized crime in America. 

“It's easier to develop informants within 
the Chinese criminal community than any 
other group I've worked with," Goldman 
says. “The Chinese are terrified of the 
ILN.S. because so many of them are ille- 
gal aliens. Even the arrogant Madam Shih 
feared the white foreign devils in Immi- 
gration. But the 1.N.S. can’t work in iso- 
lation. My goal is to enlighten all local, 
state, and federal agencies and police 
forces as to the existence and potential 
power of Chinese organized crime. Many 
of them will be skeptical, After all, when 
J worked on the Madam Shih case, | never 
expected to find so many links to Chi- 
nese criminal organizations in Central and 
South America. Five years ago, the D.E.A. 
never dreamed that ethnic Chinese would 
dominate the East Coast heroin trade. To- 
day, Chinese criminal groups are flour- 
ishing in major cities throughout the 
United States. We are talking about ma- 
Jor national and international criminal net- 
works that are highly organized, thor- 
oughly armed, extremely dangerous . . . 
and expanding daily." 

On January 4, 1988, I.N.S. Senior Spe- 
cial Agent James Goldman's warnings 
were finally validated by the press, when 
Peter Kerr reported in The New York Times 
that “law-enforcement officials say they 
fear that Chinese organized crime could 
eventually achieve as much wealth and 
influence as Italian organized crime has 
had over the last century.” 

After almost half a decade of cease- 
less effort, James Goldman had finally 
gotten his message across.O+—m 
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Penthouse: You've just returned from 
Panama. What can you teil us about the 
situation there? 

Slotnick: At this point | have been as- 
sured that the government of Panama and 
its people are taking every possible ac- 
tion to prevent drug trafficking to the 
United States. The people of Panama are 
innocent figures in what is a political 
struggle. They should have a right to their 
American dollars. 

Penthouse: Going back to the Goetz 
case, after all this time. what do you see 
as its significance? 

Slotnick: | realized that it had an impor- 
tant and significant impact on our soci- 
ety, although originally | was not in tune 
with the true meaning of the prosecution. 
Penthouse: What about in terms of how 
citizens feel about street crime? 
Slotnick: The Goetz case presented the 
issue of whether society could stand up 
for its awn rights. Could an individual car- 
rying an illegal weapon be legaily justi- 
fied in using it? That was really the es- 
sence of the case. The jury found it could, 
The acquittal was important for the mo- 
tale of the downtrodden. It was a safety 
vaive. 

Penthouse: Do you admire Goetz for tak- 
ing the Jaw into his own hands? 
Slotnick: Goetz did not take the law into 
his own hands. Goetz exercised his rights 
within the law. The law said that under 
the circumstances Goetz found himself 
in, he had a right to fire and to protect 
himself. Therefore he did not take the law 
into his own hands. What he did was carry 
an illegal weapon, the one count he was 
convicted of. 

Penthouse: Do you think this might cause 
more people to go out and buy guns and 
carry them on the subways? 

Slotnick: Bernhard Goetz is not conta- 
gious. People are not flocking to gun 
stores and buying guns and shooting 
other people because of Goetz's acquit- 
tal. So any thought that his victory would 
cause our cities to become the old Dodge 
City is nonsense. 

Penthouse: How does the average citi- 
zen fight street crime? 

Slotnick: By voting for people who are 
dedicated to stopping it. 

Penthouse: Public support for Goetz was 
massive. Why do you think the district at- 
torney proceeded with the prosecution? 
Slotnick: | believe he felt that if he didn't, 
he might give short shrift to minor spe- 
cial-interest groups who were pursuing 
the prosecution of Goetz. The district ai- 
torney buckled under the pressure of 
these fringe elements in refusing to ex- 
ercise his discretion not to prosecute. 
Penthouse: Did you have to avoid fan- 
ning racial fires by defending Goetz? 
Slotnick: | was very concerned about the 
racial consequences of the Goetz case. 
Not that it had any racial overtones to

begin with, but because there are racist 
hustlers who earn their livelihood by cre- 
ating turmoil between or among the races. 
| think the greatest support that | got was 
from the black community, the very peo- 
ple who are most often victimized by the 
likes of the four people who surrounded 
Bernhard Goetz. So while a few fringe 
groups hoped to use Goetz as a political 
platform for a racial issue, it was not a 
racial issue, and | would not allow it to 
become a racial issue. 

Penthouse: If Goetz had shot white teen- 
agers, do you think the case would have 
gone to court? 

Slotnick: | don’t know. | really don't know. 
Penthouse: Do you think someone would 
have come up with a reason for it? 
Slotnick: There may have been antigun 
people who could have pursued it, but | 
don't think with the same vigor. 
Penthouse: Did you like Bernie persan- 
ally? 

Slotnick: Yes. | find him to be a very clever, 
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bright, and astute individual. 
Penthouse: Do you think a different jury 
would have convicted Goetz? 

Slotnick: If there were 12 racist hustlers 
‘on the jury, of course they would have 
convicted him. But a fair jury and a cross 
section of the community would not have, 
as they did not. We had blacks, whites, 
Hispanics, men and women, different 
ages and economic groups. They were 
fair and they understood what it was 
about. It took four days to complete the 
task and come to a verdict. They made 
their decisions with serious thought. 
Penthouse: Do you think you could have 
prosecuted Goetz? 

Slotnick: The person who prosecuted 
Goetz was a very able and capable trial 
lawyer. He did his best to convict Bern- 
hard Goetz. He was not successful. And 
I'm not going to second-guess him. 
Penthouse: What is your opinion of Jus- 
tice Stephen Crane's prison sentence for 
Goetz for the illegal weapon charge, and 
his reasoning that a “no jail” sentence 
would invoke others to violate gun laws? 
Stlotnick: | think the hypothesis was totally 
wrong. First offenders generally are not 
sent to jail, and | believe Bernhard Goetz 


was sent to jail to atone for what he was 
acquitted of. | think the judge was at- 
tempting to reach a Solomonesque de- 
cision which would be proper and ap- 
propriate. | think Goetz should have been 
treated like John Doe. 
Penthouse: Were you surprised at the 
Biaggi decision? 
Slotnick: | was extremely disturbed by the 
sentence, because the. congressman was 
acquitted on the very serious bribery and 
conspiracy charges and convicted on the 
charge of taking an illegal gratuity: There 
was no question of bribery. | felt the sen- 
tence was very harsh and stern, and was. 
an attempt, again, to send a message to 
the community. | don't think the commu- 
nity needs that message. | think that they 
were all aware of the fact that Mario Biaggi 
was not guilty of severe crimes. 
Penthouse: Was Biaggi a scapegoat? 
Slotnick: No. | think, however, that there's 
a presupposition in this country that any 
time a public official gets into trouble, he 
should go to jail—and that's horrendous. 
Penthouse: You have said that our great- 
est threat is street crime, as opposed to 
white-collar crime. Why is that so? 
Slotnick: Street crime has placed us un- 
der house arrest. Our ability to live 
peacefully in an urban society has been 
taken away by the street criminals. We're 
forced to secure ourselves with dogs and 
burglar alarms. We've got to deal with the 
problem and free ourselves of the fears 
that pervade our lives. 
Penthouse: You were attacked in the 
street soon after the Goetz trial. Do you 
feel that a more personal fight against 
crime has begun for you? 
Slotnick: No. It just solidified in my mind 
that violent street crime is rampant. Had 
| been carrying a firearm at the time, | 
would have used it, without a doubt. 
Penthouse: Do you think laws granting 
gun permits should be liberalized? 
Slotnick: Absolutely. | think it’s time to put 
the ability for self-protection and defense 
in the hands of the good guys. 
Penthouse: But are people going to use 
guns properly? 
Slotnick: There has to be regulation. How 
many people are killed each year by 
people who can't operate cars properly? 
lf you condition the right to have a pistol 
permit for training and use, you will find 
that there will be a lesser number of street 
predators than there are today. Look at 
the states in which they have very liberal 
gun laws and you will find that there are 
Ao shoot-outs at O.K. Corral. | think the 
hysteria about people's use of firearms 
is being bred by those who really are not 
knowledgeable of the history of safe use 
of firearms. 
Penthouse: You obviously feel very 
strongly about victims of crime. 
Slotnick: Yes. The crime victims should 
have a major role in the legal process, 
yet are often forgotten. They're not given 
notice when to go to court. They're taken 
away from their jobs when they're needed. 
They're not treated with care and re-

spect. But that’s improving. Law enforce- 
ment is beginning to understand that 
crime victims are the people they repre- 
sent in court. I've been very involved with 
the crime victims’ political piatform. I've 
spoken in schools to increase awareness 
of victims’ legal! rights. I've written legis- 
lation on behalf of crime victims to see 
that they are treated decently. 
Penthouse: Do you believe in the con- 
cept of “victimless” crime, crimes like 
prostitution and gambling? 

Slotnick: | think you can legalize certain 
activities without society going under. You 
can legalize gambling. | don't see moth- 
ers with baby carriages wagering away 
the family food money. And | think legal- 
izing prostitution would be healthy from 
the view of personal hygiene and safety. 
You can control it. Drugs, too. If you look 
at the drug laws in England, you will find 
that there is control. It's not a perfect sys- 
tem, but the problem could be controlled 
in this country just as well or better. Now 
we have a situation where we try to deal 
with drugs by combating them with other 
substances. | don't know enough about 
drugs to propose legislation, but put in 
the hands of the experts, we could come 
up with a real solution, 

Penthouse: Do you think the system 
works? 

Slotnick: Essentially it works for the rich, 
the powerful, and the well connected. It 
doesn't work as well as it should for the 
test of society. 

Penthouse: Does this mean that if | can't 
afford Barry Slotnick, I'm not getting equal 
protection under the law? 

Slotnick: Unfortunately, that may be true. 
There are a lot of good lawyers in this 
country, and most of them are very ex- 
pensive. Behind every good trial lawyer 
there must be a good investigator and 
support staff, and these experts have to 
be paid. In order to win, one of the ingre- 
dients an individual must have is the abil- 
ity to fund a defense. Not having money 
doesn't mean he's not going to win, but 
it does mean that his likelihood of win- 
ning may be less than someone who can 
afford all of the background work. 
Penthouse: Should a defense attorney 
ever feel guilty for getting a criminal back 
on the street? 

Slotnick: Certainly not. That only proves 
that the judicial system has the ability to 
work. It means that the state has failed to 
prove the case beyond a reasonable 
doubt, even if the individual may be guilty. 
And that's healthy, because it prevents 
prosecutors who are politically involved 
from using their office to disadvantage 
someone who's part of another political 
force or political party. It prevents pros- 
ecutors who may not like certain people 
because of race, color, creed, or national 
origin from putting them in jail or [using 
them] to gain political advantages. 
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Penthouse: But what about the criminals, 
those who have committed heinous 
crimes? Putting them in prison has noth- 
ing to do with politics. 

Slotnick: The justice system is geared for 
individual freedom and liberties. If we 
start making judgments before a case 
comes to trial, when does it stop? Who is 
to say what is heinous and what is not? 
Penthouse: How much respect do your 
clients have for the law? 

Slotnick: | have some who are very anti- 
social and some who are extremely law- 
abiding. The term “respect” is an inap- 
propriate generalization. 

Penthouse: Say someone involved in or- 
ganized crime? 

Slotnick: All people are products of their 
beliefs, their environment, and their 
background. I'm not going to judge one 
person's thoughts in this context, due to 
the fact that some who are accused are 
not necessarily guilty of violating the rules 
of society. We sometimes find that those

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strictures are not correct. 
Penthouse: Would you ever decline to 
defend someone because of your own 
beliefs? 

Slotnick: | have made moral judgments. 
{'m mandated by the Constitution to rep- 
resent people who want and can afford 
my law firm. There are times, however, 
when | don't represent someone be- 
cause | feel that my own morality or view- 
point might get in the way, and | might 
not be able to do a good job. 
Penthouse: Would you defend Klaus Bar- 
bie? Someone like that? 

Slotnick: No. Many years ago, | repre- 
sented someone who was alleged to be 
@ Nazi assassin. | think my views have 
reached the point where | could not 
Properly represent Barbie. 

Penthouse: Why? 

Slotnick: My belief he was guilty of geno- 
cide is a crime that | could not deal with 
in terms of representing someone, es- 
pecially in a Holocaust situation. 
Penthouse: But you don't recoil from de- 
fendants accused of racketeering, mur- 
der, and the like? 

Slotnick: I'm liberal-minded. But I'm trou- 
bled by the fact that | cannot cross what 


| see as an unconstitutional line. | have 
my own idea of what a truly heinous crime 
is, and | simply cannot defend the type 
of cases mentioned. Other matters | can 
view more impersonally, That | make dis- 
tinctions troubles me in a constitutional 
sense. 
Penthouse: How would you judge the 
Justice Department's performance? 
Slotnick: There are many problems per- 
vading this Justice Department. They're 
plagued by a major investigation creat- 
ing a cloud over the office of the attorney 
general himself. The Justice Department 
tries to assuage the public’s need to feel 
that there’s a national law enforcement 
that's working. | don't think it's fine-tuned. 
| think they're making and losing cases 
based on unreliable witnesses. That's 
part-of the tragedy of the Witness Pro- 
tection Program, which has become ter- 
ribly secretive and is in total disarray. 
Someday, someone will do an investi- 
gation of that program and perhaps 
cause its demise. 
Penthouse: Do you see any value in the 
Witness Protection Program? 
Slotnick: The Witness Protection Pro- 
gram creates an impetus for people to 
try to curry favor with the Justice De- 
partment. As a result, many inappro- 
priate prosecutions occur. People at times 
are willing to say almost anything to be- 
come part of this program. Criminals 
benefit by being witnesses. They're get- 
ting money, they're getting freedom, 
they're getting amnesty. It is disconcert- 
ing to find that prosecutors on occasion 
may receive witnesses who tailor their 
testimonies for all the wrong reasons, 
Penthouse: Do you think that prosecution 
witnesses have a tendency to lie, since 
their testimony is being bought? 
Slotnick: They don't have a tendency to 
lie; they have a propensity for lying. 
Clearly, when you look at the cases of 
recent years, you'll find that witnesses 
have been lying to get into the program 
and to benefit from it. They go to their 
prosecutorial masters knowing that 
they’ve got to satisfy them. 
Penthouse: Do you think anything of this 
nature occurred at the Gotti trial? 
Slotnick: | think that the Gotti case, which 
ended in complete acquittal, was an in- 
dication of a sound jury not believing 
many unsound witnesses. And there was 
an allegation that witnesses were 
coached or given material to repeat on 
the witness stand. That allegation, | pre- 
sume, is presently under investigation, 
and I'll await the outcome of that inves- 
tigation. | think what was most important 
was that the jury looked at a succession 
of witnesses who were liars, cheats, and 
thieves, and | believe the jury understood 
that they hadn't changed their spots. 
Penthouse: Would you like to see laws 
passed to restrict the government's free- 
wheeling use of cooperating witnesses? 
Slotnick: Yes. Clearly the enormous 
amount of money the government pays 
witnesses ought to be limited. Secondly,

In the old Who song “Going Mobile,” Pete 
Townshend extolled the joys of cruising 
the highway as “an air-conditioned 
gypsy,” punctuating his joie de vivre with 
the repeated, exuberant exclamation “I'm 
mobile!" That selfsame sentiment can be 
heard echoing throughout America as 
baby boomers, yuppies, middle-class 
moms, and executives answer the call of 
the open road, setting aside status-sym- 
bol transportation for the release only 
motorcycles can deliver. 

The freedom of the open road, espe- 
cially the feel of the wind on your face as 
you whip down the interstate on the most 
unrestrictive of vehicles, the motorcycle, 
is almost as American as baseball and 
hot dogs. And as the motorcycle industry 
expands to include all-terrain vehicles 
(ATVs) like the Suzuki Quadrunner, and 
street-legal scooters like the Honda Elite, 
more and more individuals are getting 
their kicks on Route 66 on a bike. 

In the past two decades, American 
motorcyclists have increased in number 
from half a million to over five million rid- 
ers. From the Motorcycling Doctors As- 
sociation to two-wheeling little old ladies 
from Pasadena, from families who con- 
sider riding the ultimate in entertainment 
to the superachievers who eschew sub- 
ways and traffic jams on their daily trek 
to work, never before have so many peo- 
ple found getting to-and-fro so much fun. 

The increasing popularity of both on- 
and off-road motorcycles and ATVs must 
be attributed in part to the combined ef- 


forts of manufacturers and organizations 
such as the Motorcycle Safety Founda- 
tion (M.S.F) and the Specialty Vehicle In- 
stitute of America (S.V.I.A.). Using pub- 
lications, seminars, and classes to 
promote riding as both fun and risk-free, 
the industry has been successful in re- 
moving most of the misgivings people 
have had about riding and riders. 

In 1980, the National Traffic and Safety 
Administration released a comprehen- 
sive report on motorcycle accidents 
called the Hurt Report. Named after 
H. H. Hurt, who along with his staff as- 
sembled information about accidents and 
injuries involving motorcycles, the Hurt 
Report is widely considered the most 
comprehensive research project yet done 
on the frequency and cause of such ac- 
cidents. The results may not jive with what 
most people assume happens when mo- 
torcycles and cars collide: According to 
the report, ."Multivehicle accidents are 
most often caused by the other vehicle's 
driver violating the right-of-way of the 
motorcycle." What may have piqued the 
industry's interest, however, spurring the 
big push for safety education, is the ad- 
dendum to that finding: "This is often 
compounded when the motorcyclist as- 
sumes the other vehicle driver is aware 
of the presence of the motorcycle.” 

Generally, the fault lay not with the me- 
chanics of the bike or the rider, but in the 
lack of awareness on the part of car and 
truck drivers sharing the road with bik- 
ers. In 1980, 177,160 motorcycle acci- 
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dents, along with 5,097 fatalities, were 
reported. By 1985, the figures had dipped 
to 171,656 accidents with 4,620 fatalities. 
Apparently, education is the answer. In 
recent years, most private- and public- 
school supported driver-education 
classes have stressed “defensive driv- 
ing” as a means to better road safety. 

Because legislation governing motor- 
cycles varies greatly from state to state, 
the industry itself has assumed the bur- 
den of making bikers more cautious and 
aware of their responsibilities. Since the 
inception of Motorcycle Safety Founda- 
tion-recognized courses in 1974, over 
500,000 people have taken classes to 
improve their motorcycle skills. In 1985 
alone, over 75,000 Americans com- 
pleted either novice or experienced 
classes, meeting or exceeding M.S.F on- 
cycle curriculum requirements. 

An ex-professional motorcycle racer, 
Dennis Kanegae still rides his bike daily 
to work as a vice president-management 
supervisor for Dailey & Associates Ad- 
vertising in Los Angeles. Kanegae, who 
works on a motorcycle account for the 
agency, recently participated in a class 
for advanced riders given by the M.S.F. 
“| admit | had an attitude when | went for 
the class,” says Kanegae, “but! did finish 
it a better rider. Classes for the experi- 
enced rider are just as important as ones 
for the novice, maybe even more so, since 
it's easy for someone who's been riding 
for years to get overconfident and try to 
push themselves and their bikes to the 
limit.” 

The M.S.F is sponsored by five of the 
major motorcycle manufacturers (Honda, 
Yamaha, Kawasaki, BMW, and Suzuki), 
and although it does not get involved in 
either bike design or manufacture, it does 
act as a liaison between the industry and 
state and federal governments, focusing 
on making rider education readily avail- 
able while collecting information on ac- 
cidents and safety. Many bike dealer- 
ships, particularly those that sponsor the 
foundation, display information geared 
toward rider education, most of which in- 
cludes the M.S.F’s toll-free number for 
news about their nationwide classes. By 
dialing (800) 447-4700, anyone can get 
the time, location, and cost of a course 
supervised by trained experts giving 
hands-on instruction while explaining and 
demonstrating tips for all riders, from the 
novice to the expert. 

Even dealerships of manufacturers not 
directly involved with the M.S.F. are con- 
cerned with safety. Their brochures, for 
example, are displayed in Bill Bartel’s 
Harley-Davidson showroom in Culver 
City, California, where Bartel is some- 
thing of a local celebrity in motorcycle 
circles. “The Harley is a real rider's bike," 
Bartel says, explaining why that partic- 
ular manufacturer is not as involved in 
rider education as others. “It's not for the 
weekend rider. In fact, if someone with 
no riding experience came into my store 
and wanted a Harley, I’d do my best to 


discourage them. It's not for learners.” 

With the recent introduction of lighter 
bikes with lower seats, like the Honda 
VTR, the Suzuki LS 650 Savage, and Ya- 
maha’s Route 66, more women than ever 
are riding, and 36 percent of all M.S.F 
course participants are female. As op- 
posed to men, women tend to attend the 
classes to learn how to ride, rather than 
sharpen already acquired skills. The most 
popular course with both sexes is MS.F's 
Motorcycle RiderCourse: Riding and 
Street Skills. Divided into both classroom 
instruction and on-cycle experience, the 
course is a comprehensive 15-hour pro- 
gram that covers most of the basic skills 
necessary for safe riding. As of 1987, 27 
states have rider-education legislation on 
their books, requiring potential bikers to 
have completed some sort of training in 
order to legally ride motorcycles, eight of 
these states have accreditation agree- 
ments with the M.S.F for their instructors, 
and 64 percent of all state rider-educa- 
tion program coordinators are M.S.F- 
trained chief instructors. In addition to its 
motorcycle classes, the M.S.F recog- 
nizes the increasing attraction and pop- 
ularity of street-legal scooters, and plans 
to institute a similar course of lessons in 
the safe riding of these vehicles 

According to Gary Christopher, man- 
ager of the rider education and recrea- 
tion department of Honda, the introduc- 
tion of smaller bikes and the growing 
number of female riders have not been 
the only changes in demographics the 
industry has seen lately. “We're getting a 
lot of older people, specifically retired 
couples, buying touring bikes like the 
Honda Gold Wing. Instead of buying an 
RV [recreational vehicle] and traveling 
cross-country, retirees with time on their 
hands are purchasing bigger bikes and 
setting off.” 

The Yamaha Venture Royale is another 
touring bike experiencing a rush of pop- 
ularity with the senior set. It includes a 
sound system with a CB radio and a cas- 
sette player with controls for both rider 
and passenger, and it's so large it could 
pass for a New York studio apartment. 

With all models of motorcycles, in ad- 
dition to basic street skills and a knowl- 
edge of your particular machine, proper 
riding gear is also vital to rider safety, 
Although many states do not mandate 
helmet use, the M.S.F. strongly advises 
that it is the single most important piece 
of protective gear a rider can wear. Per- 
haps due to the fact that head injuries are 
the largest cause of motorcycle fatalities, 
more riders voluntarily wear helmets than 
drivers wear seat belts. 

Responsible helmet manufacturers 
display the same concern toward their 
customers as others in the motorcycle in- 
dustry. For instance, the Shoei Safety 
Helmet Corporation presents a complete 
safety display booth at motorcycle shows. 
In order to ensure that a particular helmet 
meets maximum safety standards, the 
M.S.F recommends looking for stickers

from one or more of the following agen- 
cies: the U.S. Department of Transpor- 
tation (D.O.T.), the Snell Memorial Foun- 
dation, or the American National 
Standards Institute (A.N.S.I.). Every adult- 
sized helmet must meet D.O.T. stan- 
dards, which check its shock-absorbing 
capabilities on impact, its ability to resist 
.Penetration from a sharp object, its chin- 
strap strength, and its optimum periph- 
eral vision. Although approval by the Snell 
Memorial Foundation and A.N.S.I. is vol- 
untary, and manufacturers are not re- 
quired to sport their seal of approval on 
their products, both organizations have 
testing standards that are more rigorous 
than the D.O.T’s, indicating that protec- 
tive gear endorsed by them may perform 
just a little tougher under pressure. Hel- 
met fit is also important and must be snug, 
and it is advantageous to replace dam- 
aged helmets. 

The M.S.F also advocates the use of 
face shields and/or goggles to further 
protect the face from injury. Since a rider 
can be exposed to hypothermia even on 
mild, warm days, jackets of a durable 
fabric will prevent possible exposure. Just 
as important are good boots and gloves, 
which protect vulnerable body parts. 

Protective riding gear becomes even 
more vital when the bike you're riding is 
an all-terrain vehicle (ATV). Originally de- 
signed over 17 years ago for purely rec- 
reational pursuits, ATVs may have found 
their niche in commercial use in the farm- 
ing and oil industries. In fact, more than 
1,000 governmental agencies, like the 
Department of Agriculture and the United 
States Army, Air Force, Navy, and Ma- 
rines, Currently use ATVs to perform any 
number of functions. While there are more 
than two and a half million ATVs currently 
in use, the vehicles have not been with- 
out controversy. Responding to pressure 
both from within and outside the motor- 
cycle industry, manufacturers have 
ceased production of the three-wheeled 
trikelike models in favor of four-wheelers 
like Suzuki's Quadrunners and Honda's 
FourTrax. Because research has shown 
that rider misuse is a major factor in ATV 
accidents, the Specialty Vehicle Institute 
of America (S.V._A.} instituted a program 
similar to the M. , teaching rider safety 
through classes and informative publi- 
Cations. In addition, Honda. Yamaha, Su- 
zuki, and Kawasaki have implemented 
voluntary programs, such as listing age 
Tecommendations for intended riders of 
ATVs, to further assure rider safety. As a 
result, the ATV injury rate was reduced 
by 11 percent in 1985, further dropped 
13 percent in 1986, and continued to fail 
in 1987 by 12 percent. 

The &.V.1.A. offers training classes sim- 
ilar to those given by the M.S.F; infor- 
mation is available by calling (800) 447- 
4700. There are differences between 
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motorcycle and ATV safety. Since ATVs 
are not for street use, they present dif- 
ferent problems, primarily due to the fact 
that they are often used-to ride over rough 
countryside. Therefore, it's important to 
know the area you're riding in. Local laws 
prohibit use of ATVs in certain areas, 
either because they encompass poten- 
tially dangerous and impassable swamps 
or slopes, or because they are being cul- 
tivated for agricultural or recreational use. 

Because ATVs are meant for rugged 
tiding, protective clothing,.especially 
goggles, long pants, long-sleeved shirts, 
and helmets, become crucial due to un- 
expected obstacles, like tree branches 
or flying gravet. And since off-road riding 
is often hard-terrain riding, it's necessary 
to carry emergency tools in case of prob- 
lems on the trail, and periodic mainte- 
nance checks on the vehicle become of 
the utmost importance. 

To underline the point that riding mo- 
torcycles is safe and enjoyable, the in-

dustry has arranged an all-women cross- 
country ride to begin in New York City in 
June and end approximately 30 days later 
in Los Angeles. This is not as revolution- 
ary as it may sound—in fact, the Van 
Buren TransCon, as the trek is being 
called, is a reenactment of the 1916 jour- 
ney of Augusta and Adeline Van Buren. 
Relations of the eighth president, the Van 
Burens traveled 3,300 miles, leaving New 
York atop a pair of Indian motorcycles, 
arriving in California three months after 
their departure. In addition to becoming 
the first women to ride solo motorcycles 
across America, Augusta and Adeiine 
were the first women to scale Pikes Peak 
on a motorized vehicle. ‘ 
The Van Buren TransCon is sponsored 
by a conglomerate of motorcycle manu- 
facturers, including Honda, Yamaha, Su- 
zuki, and Kawasaki, and supported by 
the Motorcycle Industry Council, the 
M.S.F, and the American Motorcyclist 
Association, among others. Under the 
banner of “Discover Today’s Motorcy- 
cling,” they have banded together to cre- 
ate “a national program that aims to stim- 
ulate greater interest, involvement, and 
understanding of motorcycling,” accord- 


ing to their press releases. The ride will 
be undertaken by four women this time, 
two prominent women riders plus two to 
be chosen from an essay contest con- 
ducted through motorcycle-enthusiast 
magazines. It's not difficult to see why 
the two lead riders were chosen. 

Courtney Caldwell is a petite blond 
mother who likes to ride alongside her 
son, or with her teenage daughter as a 
passenger. A veteran rider who, in 1986, 
was the first woman to ride in an 8,800- 
mile race called the One Lap of America, 
Courtney joined Women on Wheels 
(WOW), serving as director, before 
founding the American Women Road 
Riders’ Alliance (A.W.R.R.A.), of which she 
is the president.
